I  am  always  glad  of  the  opportunity  which  this  annual 
Preface  gives  me  to  express  my  sense  of  obligation  to  those 
who  have  so  kindly  enabled  me  to  preserve  the  twofold 
character  of  The  Genealogist.  The  ably  written  articles 
by  Mr.  Cokayne,  the  Rev.  W.  G.  D.  Fletcher,  Mr.  Keith  W. 
Murray,  Mr.  Renshaw,  K.C,  Mrs.  Suckling,  and  Colonel 
\Velby,  together  with  Mr.  Henry  Wagner's  always  welcome 
Huguenot  pedigrees,  illustrate  what  may  be  termed  the 
literary  side  of  our  work,  while  the  transcript  of  the 
Marriages  at  Fort  St.  George,  which  has  in  this  volume 
been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  may  be  taken 
as  a  good  example  of  our  labours  in  printing  records  of 
genealogical  interest  which  cannot  easily  find  an  appropriate 
home  elsewhere.  A  new  departure  has  been  taken  in  the 
publication  of  Mr.  Gerald  Fothergill's  "  Licences  to  pass 
from  England  beyond  the  Seas,"  and  it  is  hoped  that  these 
will  prove  a  special  attraction  to  our  American  subscribers.  I 
am  glad  also  to  be  able  to  announce  that  in  the  next  volume 
of  the  Magazine  will  be  commenced  a  transcript  by  the  Rev. 
Edmund  Nevill  of  the  "  Marriage  Licences  of  Salisbury,"  which 
are  all  the  more  valuable  as  they  relate  to  more  than  one 
county.     At  the  request  of  several  subscribers,  it  has  been

decided  shortly  to  resume  the  publication  of  the  "  Inquisitions 
Post  Mortem,  Henry  VIII— Charles  I,"  which  have  for  un- 
avoidable reasons,  been  for  some  time  suspended. 

Our  frontispiece  this  year  is  a  charter  by  Theobald  de 
Verdon,  Constable  of  Ireland,  now  in  the  possession  of  His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  by  whose  kind  permission  it 
has  been  reproduced.  Theobald  do  Verdon,  the  grantor, 
was  the  third,  but  the  eldest  son  that  left  issue,  of 
John  de  Verdon,  by  Margery  daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Lacy 
(see  Mr.  G.  W.  Watson's  learned  paper  on  "  The  Families 
of  Lacy,  Geneva,  Joinville  and  La  Marche,"  Genealogist, 
New  Series,  vol.  xxi,  pp.  2,  3).  By  this  charter  he  conveyed 
to  his  son  Theobald  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  for  their 
homage,  the  manors  of  Stoke  and  Wyuelesford  (Wilsford),  co. 
Wilts,  to  be  held  of  the  grantor  and  his  heirs  by  the 
service  of  one-fourth  of  a  knight's  fee. 

II.    W.    FORSYTH  HARWOOD. 
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THE  BYNES  OF  ROWDELL  IN  WASHINGTON,  CO.  SUSSEX. 

Tlie  house  and  estate  of  Rowdell  are  situate  in  the  parish  of  Washing- 
ton, co.  Sussex,  the  house  lying  some  little  distance  to  the  west  of  the 
Church.  The  family  of  Bynde  or  Bvne  was  connected  with  this  property 
for  many  generations.  About  1225  Wilkelin  de  Bvne,  son  of  James 
de  Bvne,  with  the  consent  of  his  mother  Matilda,  granted  certain  lands 
at  Strete,  in  Shipley,  co.  Sussex,  forming  part  of  the  dower  of  Matilda, 
to  his  sister  Amy,  in  consideration  of  which,  Matilda  released  to  Wilkelin 
the  whole  court  of  Rudelle,  which  she  held  in  dower,  except  the  granary 
on  the  north  side  with  free  access  thereto.1  From  the  record  of  two 
tines  levied  25  Henry  ITI  (1211)  it  appears  that  William  de  Bine  was 
then  entitled,  subject  to.  the  estate  in  dower  of  his  mother  Matilda 
in  one-third  thereof,  to  lands  in  Ruedell  and  elsewhere."  In  the  docu- 
ments connected  with  the  dispute  as  to  tithes  between  the  Prior  of 
Sele  and  the  Abbey  of  Fecamp  in  1285,  mention  is  made  of  the  demesne 
lands  of  James  de  Byne  at  Roudelle.'  Although  many  references 
to  members  of  the  family  occur  in  various  records  of  later  date,  shewing 
their  holdings  of  land  in  Washington  and  its  neighbourhood,  no  further 
express  mention  of  Rowdell  itself  has  been  found  till  temp.  Henry  VIII. 

Thomas  Bvndk,  ok  Bvnk,  by  his  will  "  gcven  at  Rowdell  the  xii 
day  of  .Inly  in  V  vi  yere  of  y"  reigne  of  Kyng  Henry  y'  viii'1'  "  (1511), 
and  proved  by  his  widow  and  executrix  .Joan,  in  the  Consistory  Court 
of  Chichester,  15  September,  1519  (vols,  i,  fol.  9  and  ii,  fob  -1),  among 
other  dispositions  thus  devised  "  I  wyll  that  the  rent  issues  and  profittcs 
of  my  place  and  landes  called  Rowdell  be  taken  and  resveved  by  the 
space  of  vij  yere  nex  after  my  dethe  anil  that  my  executrice  shal  resyeve 
y'  to  pay  my  dettys  and  fynd  a  prieste  one  yere  and  then  all  the  same 
landes  to  ret  urn  e  to  my  son  Wylliam  and  the  heyrs  of  hys  body  Pro- 
vyded  all  weve  and  also  I  wyll  yf  Jone  my  wyff  hau  y"  said  landes  and 
tenementes  called  Rowdell  durying  hyr  life  so  y*  she  and  other  persons 
seasid  to  hyr  use  release  and  geve  as  moche  landes  in  value  as  Rowdell 
vs  now  being  parcell  of  hyr  joyntur  unto  Wyllyam  my  son  and  to  hys 
heyrs  of  hys  body."  Besides  his  son  William,  who  was  stated  to  be 
under  age,  the  testator  named  in  his  will  his  daughters  Elizabeth  and 
Mary,  the  latter  of  whom  appears  from  the  will  of  her  brother,  William, 
to  have  been  married  to  one  Williams.  From  the  arms  carved  on  the 
monument  to  John  Byne  (A)  hereinafter  mentioned  it  seems  that 
.Joan,  the  wile  of  Thomas  Byne,  was  a  Threele,  of  Loxwood.

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William  Byne,  who  was  of  Rowdell  and  Ardingly,  co.  Sussex, 
married  with  Alice,  third  daughter  of  Richard  Culpeper  of  Wakchurst, 
in  Ardingly,  by  -loan,  daughter  of  Richard  Navlor,  Alderman  of  London, 
and  Elizabeth,  his  wife.  William  Byne,  in  his  will,  dated  8  October 
1558  and  proved  25  February  155"  by  his  widow  and  executrix  Alice 
Byne,  in  P.C.C.  (45  Welles),  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  "  Erdyng- 
leigh,"  esquire,  named  his  four  daughters,  Katharine,  Emme,  Ceeyle, 
and  Ma  rye,  and  his  younger  sons,  Edward,  Thomas,  and  James,  and 
thereby  as  concerning  all  his  manors  and  lands  "  in  the  Shire  of  Sussex 
that  1  may  lawfully  wyll,  1  wyll  that  Alice  Byne  my  wyef  (whom  I  make 
myn  executrix  to  execute  thys  my  testamente)  receive  the  revenues 
and  then  to  be  to  my  eldeste  sonne  aecordyng  to  the  ryghte  coorse 
of  inhertance  hys  mothers  joynture  excepted  and  my  coopehold  lands 
which  1  cannot  bequethe."  The  widow,  Alice  Byne,  by  her  nuncupative 
will,  dated  5  June  1578,  in  which  she  is  described  as  of  Washington, 
gave  her  lease  in  lands  called  Monthes  to  her  youngest  son  James  Byne, 
and  legacies  to  her  daughters,  "  Emme  and  Sicilye,"  and  appointed 
her  eldest  son  John  Byne  executor,  who  proved  such  will  22  June 
1578,  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Chichester  (vol.  xii,  fol.  47). 

The  children  of  William  Byne  were  four  sons  and  four  daughters  : —

October  1(113,  having  by  his  will,  dated  1  February 
Hi'i'o,  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  Camberwell,  gent., 
directed  that  he  should  be  buried  in  the  chancel  of  the 
Church  there,  near  to  his  sister,  the  Lady  Bowyer,  and  made 
bequests  to  Sir  John  Byne  and  his  children,  to  his  nieces, 
Mrs.  Harden,  the  Lady  Albeuye,  and  the  Lady  Congquest,1 
to  his  cousin,  Catherine  Byne,  her  sister  and  her  brother/' 
and  to  his  nephews  William  Byne,  James  Byne  and  Edward 
Byne,1'  and  bequeathed  the  rest  of  his  goods  at  London 
and  Camberwell  to  his  brother  James  Byne,  and  his  sister, 
Emme  Bowyer,  whom  he  appointed  executors,  and  who 
proved  the  will  9  November  J  613  in  P.C.C.  (105  Capell).

of  John  Fromonde  of  Carshalton,  who  was  buried  there 
12  April  1597,  James  Byne  became  entitled  to  the  impro- 
priate rectory  and  an  estate  at  Carshalton.  James  Byne 
was  buried  there  5  January  162s,  and  his  widow,  Sence, 
was  buried  there,  2  Oct.  1629.    Their  children  were  : —

Alchin).  Henry  Byne  had  fourteen  children, 
and  his  descendants  remained  in  possession  of 
the  Carshalton  property  until  early  in  the  nine- 
teenth century.  They  are  now  represented  by 
the  Rev.  Mordaunt  Henry  Martin  Byne,  clerk, 
M.A.,  of  Satterleigh,  co.  Devon,  who  was  born 
20  September  1862,  and  married,  29  April  1903, 
with  Constance  Balfour  Bethune. 

Katharine  was  married  at  Camberwell,  25  May  1573,  to  Edmond 
Bowver,  of  Camberwell,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Surrey  and 
Sussex,  24  Nov.  1600  to  2  December  1601,  M.P.  for  Surrey 
1603,  and  was  knighted  11  May  1603.  She  died  without 
issue  and  was  buried  at  Camberwell,  12  July  1609.  Sir 
Edmond  Bowyer  died  18  February  162/ . 

Emme  was  married  twice,  first  at  Camberwell,  17  May  1580, 
to  Kdward  Snow,  of  Alfarthing  Manor  in  Wandsworth, 
and  Checksands,  co.  Beds.,  who  died  in  1587,  and  secondly, 
also  at  Camberwell,  2  July  1588,  to  John  Bowyer,  of  Cam- 
berwell, where  she  was  buried  26  December  1624. 

Cicely,  who  died  a  spinster  and  was  buried  at  Washington, 
27  September  1590. 

Mary,  who  apparently  predeceased  her  mother. 
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John  Byne  (A)  was  of  Rpwdell  and  was  born  1537.  He  married 
25  May  1573  at  Camberwell  with  Elizabeth,  born  10  June  1553,  daughter 
of  John  Bowver,  of  Lincoln's  Inn  and  Camberwell,  by  his  second  wife, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  Draper,  of  Camberwell.  He  was  buried 
at  Washington,  24  July  1600.  A  monument  to  his  memory  was  erected 
against  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel  of  Washington  church,  but  it  has 
now  been  relegated  to  an  obscure  situation  under  the  tower.  It  bears 
this  inscription  :  "  Hie  jacet  corpus  Johannis  Byne  armig  :  qui  uxorem 
duxit  Elizabethan!  Bowyer  filiam  Johannis  Bowyer  de  Camerwell  armig  : 
et  suscepit  ex  ea  filios  quinque  filiasque  duas  et  obiit  vicesimo  primo 
die  Julii  1600  anno  retatis  suae  63,"  and  also  four  shields  of  arms.  In 
the  centre  over  the  entablature  are  the  Arms  of  Byne  :— Argent  two  bars 
Gules,  each  charged  with  three  martlets  Or — and  in  a  row  below  them  are 
firstly,  Byne,  impaling  Paly  of  ten  for  Threele  ;  secondly,  Byne,  impaling 
a  bend  engrailed  Gules  for  Culpeper  ;  and  thirdly  the  arms  of  Bowyer, 
impaling  those  of  Draper.  No  will  of  or  letters  of  administration  to 
John  Byne  (A)  can  be  discovered,  but  his  Inq.  post  mortem  was  taken 
at  Horsham,  16  December  1600,  and  thereby  it  was  found  that  he  was 
seised  of  the  manors  of  Byne  and  Coodham,  alias  Storrington,  and  of 
one  capital  messuage,  one  windmill,  one  dovehouse  and  120  acres  of 
land  in  Washington,  and  so  seised  died  22  (sic)  July  1600,  and  that  John 
Byne,  gentleman,  was  his  son  and  heir,  and  at  the  time  of  his  father's 
death  was  aged  23  years  and  was  married.7  In  3604  on  the  24th  of 
some  month,  being,  or  later  than,  June,  but  which  is  blank  in  the  Register, 
his  widow,  Elizabeth,  was  re-married  at  Pulborough  to  Richard  Stanley, 
of  Fittleworth,  who  died  24  Eebruary  1621.  She  left  a  nuncupative 
will,  dated  28  April  1629,  and  administration  of  her  effects,  with  such 
will  annexed,  was  6  February  16.',;;  granted  to  her  stepson,  John  Stanley, 
out  of  the  Consistory  Court  of  Chichester  (vol.  xvii,  fob  247).

Richard  Parr  having  died  2  October  1691,  this 
will  was  proved  by  Anthony  Bowyer,1"  22  Sep- 
tember 1692  in  P.C.C.  (162  Fane).  The  two 
flagons  are  still  at  the  parish  church  of  Camber- 
well, and  bear  the  hall  mark  of  1691,  and  the 
inscription,  "  The  Gift  of  John  Byne  Gent,  to 
the  Chinch  of  Camerwell  A.l).  1091,"  with  the 
crest  and  arms  of  Byne.

Sir  John  Byne,  born  about  1576,  was  of  Rowdell.  He  was  admitted 
of  Lincoln's  Inn,  1  August  1597.  He  probably  rebuilt  the  house  of 
Rowdell,  which  was  of  the  style  of  James  I."  He  married  with  Audrey, 
daughter  of  Richard  Weaver,  of  Lingfield,  co.  Surrey, 13      He  was

champ, his  daughter  P'Jizabeth  Byne,  his  son  John  Byne  to  whom  he 
bequeathed  "  the  scale  gold  ring  which  1  weare,"  and  the  wife  and 
children  of  his  son  John  Byne,  and  gave  the  residue  of  his  goods  to  his 
son  Edmund  Byne,  and  nominated  Dr.  Pay,  Archdeacon  of  Chichester, 
Henry  Goring,  Esq.,  Henry  Bridger,  gent.,  and  William  Skiner,  yeoman, 
to  be  overseers.  Sir  John  Byne  was  buried  at  Washington,  28  January 
164 V,  and  his  will  was  proved  by  his  son  Edmund  Byne,  8  February 
164 1,  in  P.C.C.  (13  Evelyn).  His  widow  Dame  Audrey  Byne  was 
buried  at  Washington,  14  March  164 J.  By  her  will,  dated  24  December 
1641,  and  proved  by  her  son,  John  Byne,  4  March  164§  in  P.C.C.  (54 
Cambell),  she  bequeathed  to  her  son  Edmund's  wife  her  rope  of  pearl 
and  her  purple  velvet  peticoat,  to  her  god-daughter  and  grandchild 
Adria  Byne  her  border  of  pearl,  and  made  bequests  to  the  children  of 
her  son  John  Byne,  to  her  daughter  Elizabeth,  and  her  grandchild 
Henry  Byne,  and  gave  the  residue  of  her  estate  and- her  lands  in  Surrey 
to  her  son  John  Byne.

V.    Elizabeth,  baptized  at  Camberwell,  4  January  162 J,  who  died  a 
spinster  and  was  buried  at  Billingshurst,  15  September  1671. 

Edmund  Byne,  also  of  Rowdell,  was  baptized  at  Ardingly,  2  Sep- 
tember 1602,  and  matriculated  at  Oxford,  as  of  Christ  Church,  19  Novem- 
ber 1621.  He  married  at  Washington,  26  October  1631,  with  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Henry  Goring,  of  Highden  in  Washington,  by  his  wife, 
Mary,  (laughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Eversfield.  Edmund  Byne  was  buried 
at  Washington,  22  October  1646.  By  his  will,  dated  3  December  1645, 
he  gave  lo  Elizabeth  his  wile  his  best  bason  and  ewer,  certain  furniture,

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Asnni'sfc  and  Shipley,  and  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  effects  to  Ids  son 
•John  Uyhe(.I)),  and  ordained  his  fatherrin-law  Henry  Goring,  of  Iligli- 
den,  Esq.,  and  Henry  Goring,  son  of  the  latter,  and  Elizabeth,  his  own 
wife,  to  be  executors,  and  appointed  John  Byne,  of  Thakeham,  gent., 
Edward  Goring,  of  Cobden,  Henry  Goring,  his  son,  and  Edmund  Mus- 
chanip,  Esq.,  his  brother-in-law,  to  be  overseers.  This  will  was  proved 
2' March  Kj-ljJ  by  KHzabetVi  Byne,  the  widow,  in  P.C.C.  (81  Fines).  Jlis 
widow  was  remarried,  8  September  1663,  at  St.  Vedast's,  London,  to 
|ioJ)eit  Leeves,  clerk,  M.A,,  (  iiiidii  of  Chichester,  and  Hector  of  War- 
minghurst,  where  lie  was  buried  in  the  chancel,  15  March  1693,  having 
by  his  will,  dated  30  July  1692,  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  Rowdell 
(P.C.O,  39  (Joker),  directed  that  he  should  be  buried  there  "  without 
pomp  or  a  funeral  sermon." 

The  children  of  Edmund  Byne  were  : — 

I.    Adria,  who  died  young. 

II.    John  Byng  (D),  of  whom  subsequently. 

III.  Henry  Bynk,  baptized  at  Washington,  8  February  1637,  who 

died  a  bachelor  and  was  buried  there,  9  August  1662.  By 
his  will,  dated  1.3  March  1.66|,  in  which  he  is  described  as  of 
Rowdell,  gent.,  he  gave  legacies  for  rings  to  his  mother 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Byne,  to  his  sister-in-law  Susanna  Byne, 
and  to  Robert  Leeves,  and  devised  his  messuages  and  lands 
in  Sussex  then  in  possession,  and  his  lands  and  tenements 
in  Surrey  in  possession  or  reversion,  to  his  sister  Frances, 
whom  he  appointed  executrix.  This  will  was  not  proved 
tdl  8  July  H>76  when  it  was  proved  by  John  Godolpliin, 
as  the  representative  of  his  late  wile  Frances,  in  P. CO.

(D)  conveyed  his  messuage  called  Rowdell  and  all  his  lands  in  Washing- 
ton and  Sullington  to  Robert  Leeves,  to  the  intent  that  a  common 
recovery  might  be  had  and  the  property  remain  to  John  Byne  (D)  in 
fee.'     lie  was  M.P.  lor  Bramber  in  the  Parliaments  summoned  to  meet

books  are  lost.  His  widow,  Susanna,  was,  2  February  IGG'g,  remarried 
at  Warminghurst  to  Francis  Guybon,  afterwards  Sir  Francis  Guybon, 
Knight,  of  Thursford,  co.  Norfolk,  and  she  died  within  a  year  or  two 
of  such  remarriage.

Sussex,  and  in 
that  year  a  fine  was  levied  of  lands  in  Thakeham  in  which  he  was  plaintiff, 
and  William  Shortred  was  deforciant,"  By  his  will,  dated  26  March 
1658.  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  Thakeham,  gent.,  he  made  bequests 
to  his  sons,  Edmund,  John  and  William,  and  his  daughters,  Jane,  Eliza- 
beth and  Adrca,  and  ordained  John  Byne  (D),  of  Washington,  Esq.,

in  Washington,  co.  sUssex. 


Edmund  Muschamp,  of  Sullington,  Esq.,  Richard  Bridger,  of  Ashurst, 
gent.,  and  John  Bridger,  of  Billingshurst,  Esq.,  to  be  executors  thereof, 
and  gave  them  power  to  sell  his  two  manors  in  the  parish  of  Harbledown 
or  elsewhere  in  Kent,  and  his  properties  in  Surrey  and  in  Thakeham 
for  payment  of  his  debts  and  legacies  and  directed  them  to  render  the 
overplus  to  his  eldest  son  Henry  Byne,  and  then  added  his  wife  as 
executrix.  John  Byne  (C)  was  buried  at  Thakeham,  3  April  1658, 
and  his  will  was  proved  1  November  1660  by  his  relict  Elizabeth  in 
P.C.C.  (203  Nabbs).  On  14  February  166|  two  of  the  daughters  of 
John  Byne  (C)  filed  their  bill  in  Chancery  to  have  their  legacies  raised, 
to  which  it  was  answered  that  the  lands  mentioned  in  his  will  had  been 
settled  so  that  Henry  Byne,  their  brother,  had  become  entitled  to  them 
as  heir  in  tail  to  his  father  and  the  Lady  Adria  Byne.1,  Elizabeth 
Byne,  the  relict,  died  in  1682,  and  by  her  will,  dated  4  October  1682, 
in  which  she  is  described  as  of  Steyning,  she  gave  legacies  to  her  son, 
Henry  Byne,  his  wife  Elizabeth,  their  daughter  Frances,  her  sons 
Edmund  Byne  and  John  Byne,  her  daughters  Jane  Greenwell  and  Adria 
Lee  widow,  to  her  granddaughter  Adria  Smalley,  and  her  son  William 
Byne,  whom  she  constituted  sole  executor,  and  by  whom  her  will  was 
proved,  14  December  1682  in  P.C.C.  (145  Cottle).

TIrnry  Bynk  married  with  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Scrase,  of 
Annington  in  Botolphs,  co.  Sussex,  by  Frances  (Valiant)  his  wife.  He 
resided  at  one  time  at  Sele,  alias  Beecling,  co.  Sussex,  as  the  Visitation 
Books  shew  that  he  was  Churchwarden  there  in  1673  and  0  December 
1073  he  was  ordered  by  the  Archdeaconry  Court  to  exhibit  his  bill  of 
presentments,  for  making  default  in  which  he  was  excommunicated, 
3  February  IGTf.11'  He  was  apparently  the  Henry  Byne  who,  at  the 
Coronation  of  James  II  was  one  of  the  Gentlemen  Pensioners  attending 
on  the  Queen.13  He  had  an  only  child,  Frances,  who  was  married  to 
Edmund  Nugent. w  He  died  in  September  1088,  having  by  his  will, 
dated  16  September  1688,  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  St.  James, 
Westminster^  Esq.,  bequeathed  to  his  son-in-law  Edmund  Nugent 
and  Frances  his  wife,  £10  a  piece  to  buy  them  mourning,  and  after 
making  pecuniary  bequests  to  "  his  sisters  Jane  (Ireenwell,  wife  of 
Stephen  (ireenwell,  and  Adria  Elliott,  wife  of  Mr.  Elliott,"  and  to  his 
"  loveing  brother  William  Byne  and  Sarah  his  wife,"  given  the  residue 
of  his  personal  estate  to  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  who,  I  October  1688,  proved 
such  will  as  executrix  in  P'.C.C.  (131  Kxton). 

William  Byne,  son  of  John  Byne  (C),  married  with  Sarah  Pengry, 
the  license  from  the  Vicar  General's  office  being  dated  19  January  1-67}. 
He  bought  in  1690  a  house  called  the  White  Horse,  in  St.  Clement  Danes19 
and  he  carried  on  the  business  of  a  hosier  there."1'  Other  property  in 
the.  same  parish  was  conveyed  to  him  by  deed  dated  II  July  1702.-' 
By  his  will,  dated  <  October  1710,  in  which  he  is  described  as  of  St.  Clement 
Danes,  hosier,  he  devised  certain  freeholds  in  that  parish  to  his  wife 
Sarah  for  life,  and  subject  thereto  to  his  daughter  Martha.  Byne,  for 
life,  and  after  her  death  to  his  daughters,  Charlotte  Byne  and  Anna 
Maria  Byne  and  their  heirs,  charged  with  an  annual  payment  in  favour 
of  his  daughter  Mary  Turner,  widow,  and  lie  then  gave  certain  property 
upon  trust  tor  the  benefit  of  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  William 
Egerton.  One  of  the  witnesses  to  this  will  was  the  testator's  niece, 
Frances  Nugent,  and  it  was  proved  12  December  1710,  by  the  widow 
Sarah,  and  the  daughter  Martha,  the  executrixes,  in  P.0.0.  (263  Smith).

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Elizabeth  Egerton,  and  to  her  nephew  Edward  Turner,  and  bequeathed 
the  residue  of  her  estate  to  her  sister  Charlotte  Bvne,  who,  as  executrix, 
proved  it  8  April  1745  in  P.C.C.  (104  Seymer). 

Charlotte  Btjne,  by  her  will,  dated  29  August  1763,  in  which  she  is 
described  as  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  spinster,  directed  that  she  should 
be  buried  in  the  same  vault  wherein  her  sister  Martha  lay  in  St.  Clement

SOME     NOTES     ON     BARSHAM     JUXTA  BECCLES, 
CO.  SUFFOLK. 

(Continued  from  Vol.  XXII,  p.  222). 

THE  CHURCH. 

The  present  Chinch  of  the  Holy  Trinity  is  an  ancient  flint 
building  in  the  Decorated  style,  consisting  of  a  chancel,  sacristy, 
and  nave,  with  a  reed-thatched  roof,  round  western  tower,  and 
south  porch.1 

Suckling  -  surmises  that  it  was  "  raised  on  the  site  of  that 
mentioned  in  Doomsday  book,"  and  says  that  "  its  oldest  discernible 
feature  is  a  lancet  window  in  the  south  wall  of  tin;  chancel,  at  the 
lower  part  of  which  is  a  lyelmoscope,  now  plastered  over,  though  the 
original  and  massive  hinges  are  visible.8  The  other  windows  are 
in  the  style  which  marks  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Second."  Since 
this  was  written  an  early  Norman  window  (much  older  than  the 
lancet)  has  been  opened  out  over  the  north  door  of  the  nave.  There 
is  a  corresponding  one  over  the  south  door,  but  not  opened. 

THE  RECTORS. 

A  list  of  the  Rectors  of  Barsham  is  given  in  Suckling's  "  Suffolk," 
and  is  not  therefore  repeated  here,  but  it  is  proposed  to  give  some 
account  of  as  many  of  those  clerics  who  have  held  the  living  as 
has  been  found  possible.

Robert  Hume  had  been  chaplain  to  Sir  Edward  Echingham,  who 
by  his  will  dated  18  J  une  1527,  left  to  "  Sr  Robert  Hume  my 
gown  lyned  with  Sarsenet  and  all  the  charges  of  his  capacyte  vpon 
condicion  that  he  will  be  good  suilnt  vnto  my  welbeloued  wife,"  and 
also  "all  my  tolys,  as  axys,  hachettf  wynibiUf  sawys  chesellf  and 
formys."     lie  was  preferred  to  the  living  by  the  assignees  of  Sir

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Edward  Echinghain  in  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  Henry  VIII,  and 
served  the  Church  of  Barsham  throughout  one  of  the  most 
momentous  periods  of  clerical  history.  In  1517  the  rood  lofts 
were  ordered  to  be  taken  down,  but  many  in  Suffolk  remained 
until  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  and  we  have  no  information  as  to 
the  date  of  removal  of  the  crucifix  and  figures,  which  the 
mortises  show  were  once  on  the  rood  beam  at  Barsham.  In  1552, 
visitors  were  appointed  to  muster  the  church  plate  and  furniture 
in  all  churches,  and  to  compare  the  accounts  with  old  inventories 
in  order  to  see  what  had  been  lost  or  purloined.

In  1519  the  Act  was  passed  to  deliver  all  missals,  grails,  etc., 
used  in  the  Church  Services,  to  the  Churchwardens  for  destruction, 
but  there  is  no  record  of  any  books  at  Barsham  at  that  time. 
The  mandate  -  for  the  induction  of  Hume's  successor  dated 
3rd  January  1554,  was  issued  to  .John  Wall  ham,  who  was  ordered 
to  induct.      The  patron  was  .John  Blenncrhassett. 

CumsTOPiiKit  Battyk,  Skvrntkkntii  It  koto  k  (155-1 — 150-1). 

Appointed  in  the  second  year  of  Queen  Mary's  unhappy  reign,  at 
a  time  when  Suffolk  livings  were  not  without  their  perils,  especially 
in  the  vicinity  of  Beccles,  in  consequence  of  the  Visitation  Articles 
of  Bishop  Flop  ton  of  Norwich,  who  decreed  that.  11  A  complaint 
should  be  laid  against  all  such  as  favoured  the  Gospels  and  the 
same  was  exhibited  l>v  the  Queen's  Council  sitting  at  Beccles  on 
the  IS"1  of  May,  155(5,  by  Bhilip  Williams,  alias  footman,  John 
Stewart,  and   Mat  t  hew    Butler,  sworn  for  that  purpose.''-'1 

Between  (he  years  1.555  and  I55S,  thirty-six  persons  in  Suffolk 
alone  suffered  death  by  lire. 

The  register  books  of  Barsham  were  commenced  in  the  fourth 
year  of  Battye's  incumbency  (1558),  and  were  kept  in  English, 
and  badly  written  down  to  1615.  He  was  succeeded  in  the  sixth 
year  of  Elizabeth  by 

John  Christian,  Eighteenth    Rector  (1564 — 1568). 

Presented  by  "  John  bleShaissett  Esq.  de  Barsh'm  and  Marie 
hys  wyffe,"4  and  inducted  on  the  3rd  of  January  1565,  he  was 
probably    the    writer  of    the    entry  in  the  register  of  the  baptism

Of  this  cleric,  inducted  to  Barsham  October  the  9th,  1568, 
nothing  can  be  found  in  the  University  lists,  nor  does  lie  appear 
to  have  been  buried  at  Barsham,  or  to  have  left  any  will.  It  is 
possible  that  he  may  have  been  father  or  grandfather  of  Richard 
l^irbaneke,  yeoman,  of  Shipmeadow,  whose  will  is  dated  Sept.  12th, 
16(31,'  and  w  ho  is  probably  identical  with  the  Itichard  Firbaneke  of 
the  Ship  Money  list  for  Shipmeadow.'-  Hector  Firbaneke,  who  signed 
the  bottom  of  every  page  of  his  registers,  badly,  but  conscientiously, 
is  not  himself  mentioned  therein,  although  several  of  his  surname 
occur.  He  must  have  buried  John  Blennerhassett  in  1573,  and  serving 
the  Church  throughout-  the  lordship  of  Thomas  Blennerhassett  there", 
buried  him  ou  May  the  1th,  15!)!).  Afterwards  continuing  under 
the  Lees  until  the  fourth  year  of  the  ownership  of  Sir  John  Suckling, 
he  was  succeeded,  on  the  hitter's  presentation,  by 

Joseph  Fleming,  Twentieth  Rector  (1617 — 1636), 

whose  neat  writing  and  seholarlv  Latin  begins  a  new  era  for 
the  registers.  He  was  the  Rector  w  ho  did  so  much  for  the  church, 
and  to  whom  Suckling  ascribes  the  erection  of  the  Jacobean  oak 
screen,  which  still  divides  the  Chancel  from  the  Nave.  As  the 
Sultblk  historian  says-  "A  bold  step  at  a  period  so  shortly  subse- 
quent to  the  Reformation,  and  one  which  must  have  subjected  the 
Boctor  to  the  charge'  of  Popery. :t  lie  also  raised  the  present  roof 
of  the  Chancel  in  1633,  as  appears  by  his  arms'  carved  on  a 
corbel,''  To  him  also  Suckling  attributes  the  construction  of  the 
eastern  window,  "the  most  remarkable  feature  of  the  edifice,  and 
in  all  probability  has  no  parallel."  Joseph  Fleming,  who  may  have 
been  of  kin  to  the  William  Fleming,  inducted  to  Kndgate  by 
Beccles,  10th  June,  1580,  was  preferred  to  the  Rectory  of  El  lough 5 
on  October  26th  in  the  sixth  year  of  James  the  First.  He  was 
licenced  to  marry,  as  Parson  of  Ellough,  at  Mutford,  on  the  14th 
of  July,  1613,  Mary  Lone  of  Ellough,  single  woman.

Gkoimjk  Cookk,  Twknty-First  Rkctou  (1636  1673). 
After  the  custom  of  his  times  he  was  a  great  pluralist,  and  for 
this  reason  his  identity  is  sometimes  confused.  He  was  eldest 
son  of  Alderman  George  Cocke,.3  by  his  wife  Lydia  Mower, 
and  was  baptised  at  St.  George's,  Colegate,  the  14-th  March,  1601. 
lie  was  admitted  Fellow  Commoner  at  Christ's  College,  Cambridge, 
July,  1616;  B.A.,  1619-20;  M.A.,  1623  ; 4  and  ordained  Priest 
at  Ludham,  18th  February,  1626.  He  was  Minister  of  St. 
Andrew's,  Norwich,  1 634-8, 5  where  his  wife  Anne,  daughter  of 
Charles  Suckling,  Esq.,  of    Woodton,  was  buried  the  6th  of  June,

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J0.'50.  lie  was  instituted  Rector  of  Barsham  1636,  on  the  death 
of  .Joseph  Fleming,  and  on  the  presentation  of  Sir  John  Suckling, 
the  Poet,  and  kept  the  registers  in  a  neat  and  very  minute  hand, 
rarely  signing  the  pages  during  his  thirty-seven  years'  incumbency. 
In  1 640  lie  contributed  £10  towards  the  buildings  of  Christ's 
College,  Cambridge.  Suckling  asserts  that  the  present  Rectory  of 
Barsham  was  erected  in  the  time  of  James  the  II  (1685  —  1GS9),1 
but  on  the  1st  of  May,  1872,  whilst  repairing  the  roof  the  date 
July  1st,  1638;  was  found  on  the  plaster  under  the  tiles  of  the 
west  attic. 

George  Cocke  was  appointed  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Peter's 
Man  croft,  Norwich,  in  1657,  and  Upper  Minister,  in  1658.-  From 
1653  to  1661  the  Barshani  registers  are  ill-kept  and  badly  written, 
and  signed  "John  Hen ne,  Curate."  Thomas  Eachard,3  the  father 
of  the  historian  (baptised  there  1671)  is  said  to  have  officiated 
for  some  time  at  Barsham  for  George  Cocke.  He  was  Rector  of 
Gisleham  1663-1693,  and  of  Kessingland  1664,  and  was  buried 
at  Barsham  26th  October,  1693.  George  Cocke's  will,  dated 
18th  October,   1(573,  was  proved  at  Norwich   31st  July,  1674. 4

and  divide  profits  into  two  halves,  one  lialf  to  my  son  George 
Cocke  ife  the  other  half  equally  between  my  two  daughters  Ann 
Osborne  and  Mary  Cocke.  Witnesses,  Js.  Preston,  Ben.  Riveley, 
Lucy  Suckling. 

Benjamin  Sollky,  Twknty-Skconti>  Rector  (1673—1714). 

The  Uev.  Benjamin  Solle}',  appointed  Rector  by  Robert  Suckling5 
on  the  decease  of  George  Cocke  does  not  appear  in  the  University 
lists.  He  was  baptised  at  Debenham  in  Suffolk  on  the  12th  of 
April,  1640,  as  son  of  Benjamin  Solley,  gent.,  and  of  Rebecca  his 
wife,  and  came  of  a  well  known  Kentish  family  of  Huguenot 
extraction.1'

LICENCES  TO  PASS  FROM  ENGLAND  BEYOND  THE  SEAS. 

(Contributed  by  Gerald  Fotiieroill.) 

Little  introduction  is  required  to  these  licences  to  pass  beyond  the 
Seas,  as  the  use  and  value  of  them  are  apparent.  It  is  hoped  they  will 
give  many  a  clue  to  the  disappearance  of  names  in  a  pedigree,  and  help 
to  fix  the  ancestry  of  emigrants. 

Some  of  the  early  settlers  in  New  England  first  dwelt  for  a  time  in 
Holland,  and  then  went  on  to  America  ;  the  reason  for  this  may  have 
been  that  leave  was  given  easier  to  visit  Europe. 

As  only  a  very  few  years  of  these  Licences  are  extant,  the  value  of 
those  remaining  is  enhanced. 

In  1874  John  Camden  Hotten  printed  the  licences  of  all  those  bound 
straight  for  America  ;  this  contribution  will  contain  those  names  left 
out  by  Hotten  as  being  settlers  in  Europe.

WILLS   OF  COLONEL  BLOOD   AND  HIS  SONS. 

The  Wills  printed  below  are  from  abstracts  made  by  Lieut. -Colonel 
Henry  W.  Pook,  and  have  not  before  appeared  in  print. 

The  notorious  Colonel  Blood  is  best  remembered  on  account  of  his 
attempt  to  steal  the  crown  of  Charles  II  from  the  Tower  of  London. 
His  career  of  daring  villainy  is  a  matter  of  history,  and  it  is  surprising 
to  find  that  a  man  so  utterly  unprincipled  should  have  belonged  to  a 
very  respectable  family  of  Irish  gentry,  and  should  have  married  a 
daughter  of  one  of  the  oldest  gentle  families  of  Lancashire. 

According  to  a  pedigree  drawn  up  about  1790  by  Mr.  Blood,  of  Dun- 
boy  ne,  Colonel  Thomas  Blood  was  the  son  of  Mr.  Thomas  Blood,  a 
landowner  in  the  County  Clare,  who  was  a  younger  brother  of  Neptune 
Blood,  Dean  of  Kilfenora,  and  the  Dean  and  Thomas  Blood  the  elder 
were  sons  of  Edmond  Blood,  of  Bohersallagh,  co.  Clare,  who  sat  as 
M  P.  for  Ennis  in  1613. 

Colonel  Blood  married  at  Newchurch,  in  the  parish  of  Win  wick, 
co.  Lancaster,  1st  June  1050,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Holcroft,  of 
Ilolcroft,  in  the  same  parish,  Esquire,  a  Lieut.-Colonel  in  the  Army 
of  the  Parliament.  He  died  at  his  house  in  the  Bowling  Alley,  West- 
minster, 24th  August,  and  was  buried  in  Tothill  Fields,  26th  August 
1 680.    He  had  issue  :—

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The  Ancestry  and  Posterity  of  John  Lea,  1503-1900.  By  James 
Henry  Lea  and  George  Henry  Lea.  Philadelphia  and  New 
York  (Lea  Brothers  and  Co.). 

The  title  of  this  work  suggests  a  family  history  of  interest  only 
to  descendants  of  a  certain  John  Lea,  of  Christian  Malford,  in  Wilt- 
shire, who  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania  in  or  about  1699,  but  an 
examination  of  its  contents  is  sufficient  to  dispel  such  an  illusion. 
A  huge  portion  of  its  GOO  odd  pages  is  devoted  to  a  collection  made 
in  England  of  the  authors'  surname  and  its  variants  by  Air.  J. 
Henry  Lea,  a  well  known  contributor  to  genealogical  literature, 
his  very  valuable  Abstracts  of  Wills  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of 
Canterbury  (Register  Soame)  being  one  of  his  most  recent  pro- 
ductions. For  many  years  Mr.  Lea  has  been  searching  in  records 
for  evidence  concerning  his  pedigree,  but  although  successful  in 
finding  proof  for  some  two  or  three  generations,  a  satisfactory  result 
so  far  has  not  been  obtained,  owing  to  gaps  in  Parish  Registers 
and  to  lack  of  information  usually  afforded  by  testators.  He  has, 
however,  compiled  a  tentative  pedigree  from  a  John  Lygh,  of  Chippen- 
ham, 11  possibly  "  a  sou  of  Robert  Lygh,  of  Corsley,  M.P.  for 
Chippenham  in  1-107,  who  bore  for  his  Arms:  argent  goutUe.  de 
sang  a  lion  rampant  gules.  If  this  theory  of  a  descent  from 
Lygh,  of  Corsley,  anil  the  tentative  pedigree  be  some  day  capable 
of  proof,  then  the  only  evidence  of  an  armorial  nature  of  the 
author's  family  which  has  hitherto  been  unearthed,  namely  two 
circular  seals  on  testamentary  documents,  one  of  date  1025,  the 
other  1G82,  both  showing  a  lion  rampant,  will  have  been  of  great 
service  as  an  heraldic  clue.  It  is  unfortunate  that  such  an  extended 
search  should  have  been  so  poorly  rewarded,  but  we  can  at  all 
events  congratulate  not  only  Mr.  Lea  on  his  excellent  work,  but 
the  genealogical  world  for  having  so  much  useful  material  brought 
together.  Anyone  interested  in  the  families  of  Legh,  Leigh,  Alye, 
Lye,  Lygh,  etc.,  will  do  well  to  consult  the  matter  here  printed. 
To  Mr.  George  Henry  Lea  we  are  indebted  for  the  introduction 
to  the  volume,  and  for  the  American  section  which  gives  the 
descendants  of  a  common  ancestor  an  opportunity  of  possessing 
information  which  otherwise  would  probably  have  been  laid  aside 
and  ultimately  lost.

Waller  live,  who  is  responsible  for  no  less  than  seven  of  the 
articles  contained  in  Part  I.  Of  these,  three  will  greatly  interest 
genealogists,  namely  the  papers  on  the  families  of  N orris,  Spelman, 
and  Wodehouse,  the  last  named  being  especially  worthy  of  careful 
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consideration.  Mr.  Rye's  article  in  the  third  volume  of  the 
original  series  of  The  Geneahnjiat  on  the  pedigree  of  Wodehouse 
of  Iviiuberley  and  its  exposure  of  the  myths  .surrounding  the  early 
history  of  that  family,  will  be  familiar  to  our  readers.  lie  now 
not  only  emphasizes  the  improbability  that  John  Wodehouse,  "the 
King's  esquire,"  fought  at  Agincourt,  but  also  endeavours  to  prove 
that  this  .John  sprang  from  a  family  of  London  citizens,  who  are 
believed  to  have  come  originally  from  Yorkshire1  Or  from  Peckham, 
near  Loudon.  Though  Mr.  Llye  argues  this  question  with  his 
accustomed  vigour,  it.  cannot  he  said  that  the  evidence;  of  this 
descent  is  at  present  conclusive,  but  it  will  perhaps  form  the 
groundwork  of  fresh  discoveries. 

Air.  R.  Mowlett,  F.S.A.,  contributes  a  most  interesting  paper 
on  Villeinage  in  Norfolk,  illustrated  by  a  memoir  of  Sir  Robert 
de  Salle,  "bondsman  and  King's  knight,"  who  lost  his  life  in  the 
rebellion  of  John  the  Litester.  Mr.  Seymour  Lucas,  R.  A.,  describes 
some  recently  discovered  wood  carvings  and  old  glass,  and  Prince 
Frederick  Duleep  Singh  has  annotated  a  manuscript  of  Anthony 
Norris,  on  arms  found  in   Norwich  houses.

Everyone  who  attempts  to  compile  a  pedigree  of  some  generations 
finds  the  marriages  his  crucial  difficulty,  and  for  this  reason  the 
publication  of  Marriage  Allegations  should  always  receive  support 
from  the  public.  The  proximity  of  the  Count)-  of  Surrey  to  the 
Metropolis,  and  the  fact,  that  the  important  London  parishes  lying 
in  Southwark  come  within  its  borders,  render  these  licence's 
especially  valuable.  They  are,  we  are  glad  to  say,  complete  and 
not  mere  selections,  being  no  less  than  9,800  in  number.  The  great, 
labour  involved  in  transcribing  them  has  been  most  adequately 
undertaken  by  Mr.  A.  Ridley  Lax,  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  proceedings  of  the  Surrey  Archaeological  Society,  and  to  him 
genealogists  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  publication.

Believers  in  heredity  will  be  delighted  to  lind  on  perusal  of  this 
carefully  written  work  that  not  only  were  the  father  and  grandfather 
of   the  well  known  preacher  Charles  Haddon  Spurgeon  dissenting 
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ministers,  but  their  forefathers  for  many  generations  were  Non- 
conformists. Mr.  Spurgeon  counted  among  liis  ancestors  "  not 
many  mighty,  not  many  noble,"  but  lie  was  justly  proud  that 
they  were  god-fearing  men,  though  the  belief  that  they  were 
hutch  refugees  has,  it  appears,  no  foundation  in  fact.  Mr.  Higgs 
has  traced  the  pedigree  with  such  strong  probability  to  a  John 
Spurgeon  or  Spurgen,  buried  at  Halstead  in  Essex  in  1570,  that 
the  dotted  lines  in  his  tabular  chart  might,  perhaps,  have,  been 
omitted;  lie  has  also  supplied  much  useful  information  which  will 
be  of  assistance  to  others  interested  in  the  surname  of  Spurgeon, 
with  its  variant  forms  of  Spurgen,  Spurgin,  Spirgon,  Spirjon,  etc.

Tu  a  pa  ud  Pedigree  (ante,  vol.  xxii,  p.  259). —Colonel  John 
Adlercron  commanded  the  39th  Regiment,  the  first  British  regiment 
to  go  to  India  ;  but  he  was  not  at  any  time  Commander-in-Chief  in 
tin;  East  Indies.

T1112  Rev.  Maurice  Suckling,  S.T.P.,  Twenty-Third  Rector 
(1714-17:50). 

Of  all  the  Hectors  of  Barsham,  Maurice  Suckling  is,  perhaps, 
the  best  known  at  the  present  time,  as  the  maternal  grandfather 
of  Horatio  Viscount  Nelson,  whose  mother,  Catherine  Suckling, 
was  horn  in  the  Rectory  house  and  baptised  in  the  Church  there, 
on  May  the  9th  and  27th,  1725.  Maurice,  who  was  third  son  of 
Robert  Suckling,1  junior,  and  of  Sarah  Shelton,  his  wife,  was 
both  born  and  bred  up  at  Barsham  Hall,  during  the  residence 
there  of  his  parents  in  the  long  occupancy  of  his  grandfather, 
Robert,  the  old  Squire  of  Wood  ton  (son  and  heir  of  Charles 
Suckling  of  the  Slupmoney  List).  Baptised  May  the  1 5th,  1670, 
he  was'  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  B.A.,  1095,  M.A.,  1699. 
Appointed  Hector  of  Woodton  in  1701  by  his  father,  and  of  Barsham 
in  1711  by  his  brother  (Robert),  by  the  direction  of  their  father's 
will,  proved  April  1 8tli,  1709,  which  desired  the  testator's  executor 
to  give  "  the  next  presentation  of  my  living  of  Barsham  to  my  son 
Maurice  if  he  outlives  the  present  incumbent." 

On  the  death  of  the  lvev.  Benjamin  Solley,  December  9th, 
1711,  the  Parish  Register  records:  —  "Maurice  Suckling,  Rector, 
was  instituted  January  ye  3"'  and  inducted  January  ye  7tb,  1714." 
He  was  made  a  Prebendary  of  "Westminster  in  1728.  By  his  wife, 
Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Charles  Turner,  Bart.,  he  had  one  daughter 
and  live  sons,  born  and  baptised  at  Barsham,  and  thus  entered 
in  the  Registers  :  —

His  will,  dated  the  13th  of  November,  1 7ii7,  and  proved,  P.C.C., 
123rd  November,  1730,  appointed  Anno,  his  dearly  beloved  wife, 
sole  executrix,  and  directed  all  his  "temporal  things"  to  be 
equally  divided  after  her  decease  among  his  surviving  children. 

On  the  death  of  her  husband,  Mrs.  Suckling,  with  her  daughter 
Catherine,  and  sons  Maurice  and  W  illiam  (a  baby  in  arms), 
removed  to  Beccles,  and  there  resided  until  her  daughter  Catherine 
was  married  in  Beccles  Church  on  May  the  11  th,  1749,  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Page,  Hector,  to  his  quondam  Curate,  the  Rev. 
Edmund  Nelson,  at  that  time  Rector  of  Hilborough  in  Norfolk. 
In  November  1755,  Mrs.  Suckling's  uncle,  Lord  AYalpole,  presented 
Mr.  Nelson  to  the  living  of  Burnham  Thorpe,  Norfolk,  and  leased 
a  house  in  that  village  to  his  niece,  where  she  died  on  January 
the  5th,  1 70S,  ten  days  after  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Nelson,  who 
expired  at  the  Parsonage  the  26  th,  and  was  buried  on  the 
30th    December,    17  67. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  in  Mrs.  Suckling's  will,  dated  at 
Burnhamthorpe  on  the  20th  of  December,  1707,  her  remains  were 
conveyed  to  Barsham  for  interment  in  the  ehancel  there  beside  her 
husband,  where  the  following  inscription  is  still  to  be  seen  on  a 
Hat  slate  inside  the  altar  rails  :—

Maurice,  second  son  of  Rector  Maurice,  who  early  joined  the 
Navy  and  rose  to  be  its  Comptroller,  died  in  London  and  was 
interred  in  Barsham  ehancel  in  1778,  with  no  record  of  his  burial, 
save  the  entry  in  the  registers,  until  1893,  when  the  large  bell, 
of  pre  Reformat  ion  date  (sold  in  the  eighteenth  century  to  pay  for 
the  repairs  of  the  nave)  was  replaced  by  one  cast  by  Messrs. 
Stainhank,  of  London  and  Flarleston,  Norfolk",  and  hung  in  the 
tower  on  the  21th  of  August  of  that  year,  and  thus  inscribed: —

The  Rev.  Mathias  Earbury,,  Twenty-Fourth  Rector  (1730  -1735). 

Little  is  known  of  Maurice  Suckling's  successor,  Mathias  Earbury, 
beyond  the  fact  that  he  graduated  13.  A.  at  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  in  1710,  and  was  of  the  same  names  as  a  Mathias 
Earbury,  a  non-juror,  author  of  many  political  works,  who  died 
October  3rd,  1710;  also  of  a  Mathias  Earbury,  Vicar  of  Hofton 
(Hoveton),  Norfolk,  J {38.7-1731,  B.A.,  1619,  at  Trinity  College, 
Cambridge  >  a  Kev.  Mathias  Earbury,  who  married  in  1715,  to 
Mary  Bayspoole,  widow  of  the  Kev.  Charles  Preston,  who  died 
Rector  of  Beeston,  1711.  She  died  1726.  At  all  events  the 
Hector  of  Barsham  was  old  and  infirm  when  he  made  his  will, 
dated  19th  April,  1731,  and  proved  at  Norwich  the  2  5  fell  of 
January,   1731-5, 1  two   months  before;  the  death  of  his  patron.

Suffolk,  who  died  2 1st  of  November,  1732,  and 
w  hom  he  succeeded  there.  Appointed  Rector  of  Barsham 2  in  1735 
by  Mis.  Dorothy  Suckling,  widow.  lie  was  possibly  son  of  Thomas 
Clipwell  ami  LMiillipa,  his  wife,  of  Wood  ton,  but  although  there 
were  several  of   his  'surname,  so  far  his  identity  is  not  proved. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Missendeny1  Twenty-Sixth  Rector  (1740-1774). 
'  He  was  of  Great  Yarmouth;  graduated  B.A.,  1714,  M.A.,  1718, 
at  Pembroke  College,  Cambridge  ;  was  appointed  to  Barsham  by 
Denzil  Suckling  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  George  the  Second,  and  to 
Woodton,  nice  Robert  Buxton,  in  1713.  He  was  buried  at  Barsham 
the  14th  year  of  George  the  Third,  after  an  incumbency  there  of 
thirty-four  years.  His  will  is  dated  20th  April,  1774,  and  was 
proved 4  6th   August  following.

the  Churchyard  for  the  improvement  of  the  approach  to  the 
Rectory  (restored  in  18G9).  He  died  in  April  1828.'  His  will, 
proved  the  same  year,  by  his  executors,  the  widow,  Catherine, 
and  Robert  Fiske  of  Beceles,  is  of  no  genealogical  interest.

Sucklings  grandson,  Captain  Acton,  joined  with  the  present 
writer  in  erecting  a  beautiful  heraldic  window,  after  the  designs 
of  Mr.  F.  C.  Fden,  in  memory  of  Maurice  Suckling,  I).  1).,  his 
wife  and  descendants;  one  half  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  Rev. 
Horace  Suckling,  buried  in  Barshani  Church,  1. 2th  April,  1828; 
to  Catherine  his  wife,  died  7th  July  18.61  ;  and  their  children, 
all  baptised  in  Barsham  Church.  The  other  half  is  dedicated  to 
Maurice  Suckling,  D.D.,  Anne,  his  wife,  Maurice  Suckling, 
Captain  R.N..  1778,  William  Suckling,  1798,  and  Catherine 
Nelson.  The  shields,  which  are  connected  by  tendrils  of  honey- 
suckle, blazon  Suckling  impaling  Turner,  Suckling  impaling  Walpole 
(for  Maurice  Suckling,  Captain  R.N.,  married  his  first  cousin,  Mary 
Walpole),  Suckling  impaling  Rumsey  ;  also  the  arms  of  Nelson, 
Jackson,  etc.,  with  this  dedication:  — "  The  Lord  giant  unto  them 
that    they  may  find   mercy  of  the   Lord   in  that  day." 

Tiik  llifiv.  John   Lillhmtonk,  Tw  kntv-N  intii   Rkctok  ( 1-828  1839). 

The  Kev.  John  Lillestone,  who  succeeded  Horace  Suckling,  and 
was  instituted  26th  April  1828  ("  Ipswich  Journal"),  was  of  a  Beceles 
familv,  whose  ancestor  apparently  was  a  Thomas  Lillestone.  who 
paid   tor   two  healths   in    Barsham   in  1673. 

Samuel  Lillestone,  lvs<|.,  of  Beceles,  is  said  to  have  purchased  the 
presentation  of  Barsham  for  his  son,  from  Alfred  Inigo  Suckling, 
and  appears  as  patron  on  the  institution  of  the  Rev.  John 
Lillestone.-  A  Samuel  Lillestone,  buried  at  Barsham  in  1829, 
aged  seventy-two,  is  described  as  "of  Beceles/'  and  was  probably 
a  son  of  William  Lillestone,  buried  there  in  1792,  aged  sixty-eight, 
possibly  a  descendant  of  John  Lillestone,  buried  there  1646,  aged 
fifty-rive. 

The  Rev.  John  Lillestone  married  at  Whepstead,  Suffolk, 
November  1829,  Adelaide,  youngest  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Image,  Rector  of  Whepstead.*

Tun  IIkv.  Alfred  Inigo  Fox  Suckling,  Tiiiutieth  Rectoh 
(1839—1856), 

The  Rev.  A.  I.  Fox  Suckling,  instituted  Rector  of  Barsham  July 
the  1 0th,  1839,  on  his  own  presentation,  descended  from  the 
elder  brother-  of  Maurice  Suckling  (Rector  1714-1730),  and 
was  only  son  of  Alexander  Fox,  by  Anna  Maria,  eldest  daughter 
of  Robert  Suckling,  Kscj.,  and  of  Susanna  Webb.  Lord  of  the 
Manors  of  Barsham,  Shipmeadow,  and  Wbodton,  he  had  inherited 
the  family  estates  on  the  death  of  his  uncle  (Maurice  William 
Suckling,  December  1st,  1820),  and  assumed  the  name  and  arms 
of  Suckling,  in  compliance  with  the  testamentary  injunctions 
of  his  maternal  grandfather.  lie  graduated  at  I'embrolce  College, 
Cambridge,  LL.B,  in  1821,  and  married  at  Ihirgh  Apton,  on  the 
31st  of  January  1 710,  to  Luc)'  Clementina;  eldest  daughter  of 
Samuel  Clarke,:'  by  his  wife  Lucy,  daughter  of  Joseph  Fox,  of 
Worlinghain,  and  granddaughter  of  Joseph  Fox,  of  Stradbroke,  by 
Elizabeth  Smallpiece. 1  lie  was  author  of  the  "  History  and 
Antiquities  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,"  two  vols.,  fob,  London, 
1846-8;  "Memorials  of  the  Antiquities  of  the  County  of  Essex," 
Ito,  London,  1815;  "Selections  from  the  works  of  Sir  John

By  his  wife,  who  was  buried  in  Barsham  Churchyard  in  1801, 
Mr.  Suckling  had,  with  six  daughters,  four  sons.  Robert  Alfred, 
IVicst  of  Russago,  died  November  lib,  18;") I.  Maurice  Shelton, 
died  Rector  of  Shipmeadow,  1891.  Charles  Richard,  died  s.p.,  1891.

He  was  his  own  patron  to  the  living  of  Barsham  on  June  !27th, 
1808,  having  been  born  in  L8-A2,  and  succeeded  his  grandfather 
in  the  manor  in  185G.  In  response  to  a  call  from  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter's,  London  Docks,  he  resigned  in  1880,  after  an  incum- 
bency of  thirteen  years,  during  which  time  he  placed  a  new  roof 
upon  the  llectory,  built  fresh  stables,  and  made  many  alterations 
in  the  interior  of  the  Church,  notably  the  restoration  of  the  Leper 
window.  Since  his  resignation  of  the  living  he  has  erected  three 
carved  figures  on  the  ancient  rood  loft,  and  contributed  to  the 
dedication  of  four  new  bells  to  the  memory  of  Captain  Maurice 
Suckling,  Rev.  John  Yelloly,  Father  Lowder,  and  Father 
Mackonochie. 

The  Rev.   Edward  Potk  Williams,  Thirty-Third  Hector 
(1880—1889). 

The  Rev.  E,  P.  Williams,  who  succeeded  to  Barsham  in  1880, 
was  of  Christ's  College,  Cambridge,  B.A.  in  1859,  M.A.  1877, 
Priest  1802,  was  formerly  Curate  of  Colbourne  and  Chiselhurst. 
He  resigned  the  living  of  Barsham  in  1889  to  become  Chaplain 
to  St.  Mary's,  Brondesbury  Park,  and  is  now  one  of  the  Assistant 
Clergy  of  St.  Matthias,  Karl's  Court,  London.

The  following  account  of  the  family  of  Clayton  of  Great 
Grimsby  will  be  of  interest,  inasmuch  as  the  Claytons  were 
ancestors  of  our  great  poet  Tennyson.  It  is  compiled  chiefly  from 
the  Registers  of  Great  Grimsby,  which  were  carefully  edited  by 
Dr.  Stephenson  and  printed  in  1889,  supplemented  by  a  ISIS, 
pedigree  of  Field  drawn  tip  circa  1800,  and  by  a  pedigree  of 
Tennyson  printed  in  the  late  Joseph  Foster's  "Our  Noble  and 
Gentle  Families  of  Royal  Descent,"  pp.  20-26.  There  are  122 
Clayton  entries  in  the  Great  Grimsby  Registers  between  the 
years  1552  and  1801.  Amongst  the  wills  proved  in  the  Consistory 
Court    of    Lincoln   are    these : —

For  further  particulars  about  the  Tennyson  family,  reference 
should  be  made  to  Foster's  Our  Xoble  and  Gentle  Families  of 
Royal  Descent,  1885,  page  23,  etc.  Through  the  marriage  of 
George  Clayton  with  Dorothy  Hildyard,  the  Claytons  and  Tennysons 
have  several  descents  from  Edward  111  (See  Pedigree  of  Hildyard 
in  Poster's  Yorkshire  Ped'u/rees.)  Any  additions  to  the  Clayton 
pedigree  will  be  welcomed. 
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Four  miles  south -west  of  Grantham,  at  a  meeting  place  of  little 
valleys  down  which  run  becks  in  the  midst  of  old  trees  and 
avenues,  lies  Denton,  the  "  tun "  in  the  wooded  valley.  No 
mention  of  it  is  known  before  that  in  the  great  survey  of  1086, 
when  ten  carucates,  which  had  formed  part  of  Queen  Edith's 
Grantham  possession,  probably  a  "morning  gift1  to  her  on 
marriage  with  the  Confessor,  were  of  the  land  of  the  King.  Of  this 
portion  no  details  remain,  for  the  return  made  by  the  Wapentake- 
raen  was  omitted.  Of  other  land,  the  Conqueror  had  given, 
together  with  the  manor,  one  carucate  six  bovates  liable  to 
Danegelt  which  [Jctebrand  had  held,  to  Robert  de  Stadford,  son 
of  Robert  de  Toeni,  ancestor  of  the  Maris  of  Stafford  and  Dukes 
of  Buckingham.1  He,  and  Ooisfrid  of  him,  held  half  a  carucate, 
three  villeins,  two  bordais  with  one  plough,  and  twenty-eight  acres 
of  pasture  (worth  in  King  Edward's  time  forty  shillings,  then 
twenty  shillings).

third  fee  which  William,  son  of  Alan,  had  held.8  During  the 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries  records  tell  of  a  great  many 
bearing  the  name  de  Denton,  several  with  the  Christian  name 
Geoffrey.  If  all  were  scions  of  one  family,  younger  sons  must  usually 
have  lived  on  small  portions  of  land,  and  not  sought  fortune  else- 
where. The  manor  given  to  Robert  de  Stadford  has  not  yet  been 
found  again  in  records  till  1337,  when  it  was  held  by  Sir  William 
de  Lunderthorp,  Knight,  probably  in  right  of  his  wife  Joan,1'  but 
her  parentage  is  not  known.  They  may  have  had  an  heiress  who 
married  .John  de  Denton  or  his  son  William,  for  these  became  the 
principal  family  in  the  parish,  probably  living  at  the  manor 
house,  and  a  descendant,  Thomas  Denton,  sold  the  manor  1537. 
William,  son  of  John  de  Denton,  swore  to  support  the  Lords 
Appellant  1379;  10  his  son  John,  mentioned  1389,"  probably  married 
an  heiress  and  moved  to  Osbournby,  fourteen  miles  to  the  east; 
(•here  John  Denton  was  taxed  11.35,'-  and  two  of  the  actors  in 
the  abduction  lived.  Another  John  de  Denton  had  custody  of  a 
neighbour's  lands  13(56  to  1387  ;I  !  held  in  Denton  by  military 
service,    was   styled    "Clerk"    1371    and    1373, 11    and   died  about

His  son  Richard  practised  law,1  was  on  the  Commission  of  Peace 
and  Array  1419  to  1 420, 2  J  122  to  1425,*  King's  Escheator  of 
Lincolnshire  1116  to  1417  and  1422  to  1423  ; 4  during  the  latter 
term  he  had  custody  of  Somerton  Castle  in  the  King's  hands  by 
the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence  till  granted  to  tiadulph  de 
Cromwell;"'  in  1415  he  signed  a  deed  at  his  hall  of  Denton,0  and 
in  1419  paid  (is.  8d!.  into  the  lianaper  for  license  to  close  a  piece 
of  lane  for  enlargement  of  his  house,7  which  was  probably  the 
messuage  mentioned  1-281, 8  and  stood  where  still  remains  part  of 
an  Elizabethan  mansion,  the  home  of  his  descendants  in  the  female 
line,  and  known  as  the  Ivy  House.  He  died  before  1435,  when 
Agnes  Dentoh,  his  widow,  paid  tax.11  Hound  his  broken  slab 
tomb  run   the  words,

They  had  two  .sons,  John  and  Richard.  John  married  soon  after 
1435,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Robert  Fenn,  of  the  neigh- 
bouring parish  of  I Iarlaxt on,  merchant  of  the  Staple  of  Calais; 
their  only  child  Agnes  was  the  subject  of  the  abduction.  The 
following  particulars  of  it  are  taken  from  the  petition  presented 
by  her  and  her  husband  Robert  Upton  to  William  of  Waynflete, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  as  Chancellor  of  England,11  an  office  he  held 
from  Nth  October  1458  to  7th  July  1400.  John  Denton  "held 
and  died  seized  of  hi  hue's  and  tenements  in  Denton,  Stainwith  and 
(3 ran thani  worth  xx  li  yerelv.  Agnes  then  bevng  but  of  the  age 
of  half  a  yere  ;  and  because  she  was  of  tendre  age,  John  Denton 
of  Osbernby,  Sir  4  nomas  Denton  of  the  same  tow  n,  and  Richard 
Denton  of  Denton,  Ksquyer,  pretendyng  to  hafe  hadde  estate  in 
the  same  tenements  be  Richard   Denton  fader  of  the  said  John,

Owing  to  this  usurpation  against  the  defenceless  child,  might  being 
right,  the  times  very  troublous,  with  perhaps  some  lawfulness  in 
the  soke  custom  of  the  younger  son's  inheritance,  lOlizabeth  pro- 
bably returned  with  her  child  to  her  old  home  at  blarlaxton,  and 
lived  thei\:  nearly  five  years  till  her  death,  when  they,  "under 
the  colour  of  a  feoH'ement  made  to  theym  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Agnes,  your  beseeeher,  entered  into  ccrtayn  lands  and  tenenients 
that  were  hjlizabeth'  moder  of  the  said  Agnes  in  Grantham, 
Gonerdby  and  Ilarleston,  immediately  after  the  dethe  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  to  the  value  of  x  marks  yerely  over  the  reprysals,  and 
all  the  yssues  and  profites  of  theym  tooke  and  reeeyved  XII  yeres 
the  value  of  the  w  hich  amounteth  by  the  said  tyine  to  Llli-xxli"; 
(i.e.,  fourscore  1').  It  seems  b\'  this  that  the  unlucky  girl  was 
ousted  from  her  mother's  as  well  as  from  her  fathers  property, 
without  any  maintenance,  as  none  is  mentioned  in  the  petition, 
and  had  to  live  w  ith  relations  and  friends  at  Boston,  till  "  beyng 
of  the  age  of  xvii  yeres,  at  the  which  tyme  she  made  a  contracte 
of  matrymonie  wyth  the  said  Robert  your  beseeeher  nowe  heyr 
husbonde,  the  which  they  hadde  proposed  in  tyme  co\ enable  to 
have  eomplesshid  and  fulfillyd."  This  made  the  deforciants  plan 
to  retain  what  they  had  w  rongfully  withheld,  so  they  "  ymagenyng 
to  defraude  theym  of  the  said  money  be  theym  of  the  said  landes 
so  received,  and  of  the  other  goodes  to  the  said  Agnes  by  hyr 
said  moder  bequethed,  and  also  to  dysherite  theym  of  the  grete 
parte  of  the  saide  tenements,  under  the  colour  of  a  feyned 
frendeshyp  sent  to  hyr  be  the  said  Sir  Thomas  to  come  to  thym 
from  Boston  to  Osberhby  thef  to  take  hyr  disportes."  Osbournby 
is  about  eighteen  miles  measured  direct  from  Boston.  Her  journey 
to  accept  this  cousin's  invitation  was  probably  performed  partly 
by  water  up  the  Witham,  to  .some  point  where  a  road  led  south- 
wards, as  the  undrained  fens  on  the  direct  way  were  hardly 
navigable.  On  arrival  "  they  holde  byre  after  agayn  hyre  will 
in  stray te  kepyng  as  a  prisonares  all  a  hole  yere  and  x.vi  wekys, 
and  sent  hyre  disgysed  to  diverse  places  changyng  her  name  at 
every  the  place  in  dystyte  of  hyr  said  husbonde  and  of  hyr 
frendes,  so  that  she  no  might  see  hyr  husbonde  nor  he  speak 
with  hyre  be  no  meen."  Whilst  this  hide  and  seek  went  on 
they  tried  to  make  a-  bargain  with  Robert  for  his  betrothed  wife, 
u  unto  suehe  tyme  as  they  hadde  of  hey  re  said  husbonde  XL  marks 
of  money  for  her  deliverance,"  and  a,  discharge  for  all  they  had 
withheld,  "  gute  suertes  be  diverse  obligations  that  he  shuld  make 
tlieyr  acquytance  of  the  said  money  and  godes  lie  theym  so 
reeeyved,  and  also  to  sofre  hem  to  have  a  grete  parte  of  the 
saide  lande  by  force  of  which  obligacione  that  he  shuld  make 
theym  acquytance  as  by  the  condicions  of  theym  openly  may 
appro  v."  Agnes  recovered  her  freedom,  but  whether  Robert  signed 
any   agreement   or  discharge!  does    not.    appeal',   as   the  defendants' 
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response  to  the  petition  has  not  survived  ;  probably  he  did  not. 
The  deforciants  refused  to  pay  up  arrears  and  retained  more  than 
half  the  property ;  "  by  the  said  feyiies  and  pretended  feof Ferments 
they  withhelde  fro  your  said  besechers  all  the  said  sumines  of 
money  by  theym  so  receyved  and  I  ancles  and  tenements  of  the 
heritage  of  the  said  Agnes  in  Denton  and  Grantham  to  the  value 
of  XX  marks  yerely,  against  fay  the,  trouthe  and  gode  conseiens, 
which  to  your  said  besechers  is  utter  destruction  and  to  theyr 
hey  res  shall  be  perpetual!  disheritson,  without  your  gracious 
lordeschipp  and  socour  to  theym  schewyng  in  tins  behalfe. 
Wherefore  please  ypur  holy  IFaderhode  graciously  to  concydre 
thies  premisses  and  ho  we  your  said'e  besecliiers  ha. the  no  remedy 
in  this  case  at  the  common  La  we."  No  judgment  on  this  petition 
is  preserved.  if  they  did  not  recover  arrears  the  Denton  property 
was  regained,  for  in  1 402,  apparently  after  the  death  of  Agnes, 
her  trustees  settled  her  lands  in  Denton,  Staynwath  and  Wei  by, 
with  the  manor  "mesne"  ('/  leased)  of  Denton,  on  her  husband 
Robert  Upton  for  life,  then  on  their  children  John  and  Agnes, 
with  remainder  to  M agister  William  Upton,  who  seems  to  have 
been  Robert's  father.1  Richard  Denton,  by  right,  or  by  arrange- 
ment, continued  to  occupy  the  house  and  lands  at  Denton.  He 
served  on  Urand  Juries  I  1-52-3.-  In  1466  a  general  pardon  to 
Richard  Denton,  alias  Wymsold,  alias  Wymeswold,  of  Denton, 
Esquire,  was  granted  for  all  oll'ences  committed  before  3rd  July 
previous."  This  alios  mac  have  been  the  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  Matilda,1  daughter  or  grand-daughter  of  Richard  Wynieswolde, 
who  bought  a  messuage  and  land  in  Denton  1402,"  and  was  living 
there  lllli."  Agnes'  sou  John  was  living  at  llarlaxton  1 47-0, 
married  to  Joan  ;  his  trustees  released  the  Denton  lands  to  Richard 
Denton,  he  to  enfeof  ;is  soon  as  John  and  Joan  had  heirs  of  body0 
In  117'.'  Richard  gave  a  bond  for  £100  English  money  due  to 
dames  (Joldsmyth,  of  (Irantham,  merchant.'1'  This  is  the  last 
mention  of  him;  he  left  no  children  and  his  property  went  to 
the  heirs  of  Agnes.  John  and  .loan  Upton  had  an  only  child 
Elizabeth  (died  1.538),  wbo  married  William  Williams,  of  A  hereon- 
way  and  Stamford  (dead  1537).  Elizabeth  left  several  children: 
from  Anthony,  a  younger  son,  descends  the  family  of  Williams- 
Freeman,  of  Clapton,  Northants  ;  her  eldest  is  represented  in  the 
female  line  by  Sir  Charles  Welby,  Bart.,  who  owns  all  Denton 
and  resides  there. 

The  son  of  either  John  or  Sir  Thomas  Denton  married  Joan, 
daughter  and  eventual  coheiress  of  Sir  Thomas  de  la  Launde,  attainted 
and  beheaded  at  (irantham  1469  for  his  part  in  the  Welles  insur- 
rection, which  ended  at  Loosecoat  Field,  near  Stamford.  Her  brother 
Sir  Thomas  was  restored  in   blood  and  estates   1485,  and  died  1503,

responsibility,  and  it  was  proved  as  if  he  had  died  intestate,  It 
is  remarkable  for  the  use  of  "a"  in  the  place  of  "de,"'  which 
had  gone  out  of  fashion  in  Lincolnshire  1420  to  1430;  thus  Nicholas 
de  Tye  is  called  in  it  Nicholas  a  'lye,  and  John  de  Tyd,  John  a 
Tyd.  Joan,  then  married  thirdly  to  Thomas  Kelham,  united  with 
her  son  Thomas  Denton  to  sell  (1532-7)  -  their  ninth  part  in  the 
many  manors  and  lands  in  Lincolnshire  and  Northumberland  which 
had  formed  the  de  la  Launde  possessions,  receiving  ,£1,683  for  the 
greater  portion  thereof.  Denton  Manor,  which  had  not  belonged 
to  that  property,  was  included  in  a  sale  of  1537.' 

She  had  two  other  sons,  George  and  Richard.  Richard  Denton, 
probably  the  son  of  the  latter,  bought  Rouse  Manor  in  Skillington,4 
five  miles  south  of  Denton.  His  descendant  William  who  paid 
.£210  composition  for  his  estates  to  the  Commonwealth,5  married 
secondly  1643  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  and  Selina  Williams, 
of  Denton.  His  son  William,  by  his  first  marriage,  was,  with 
Thomas,  sen.,  and  jun.,  and  Richard,  taxed  in  Skillington  1(371  ;,;  he 
bought  land  there  I680.7  It  is  not  known  whether  any  descendant 
in  the  male  line  remains  of  the  ancient  family  of  Denton  of 
1  )enton.

As  this  valuable  work  proceeds,  the  necessity  for  a  thorough  over- 
hauling of  the  pedigrees  of  the  nobility  of  Scotland  becomes  more  and 
more  apparent.  It  is  not,  of  course,  pretended  that  the  Scots  Peerage 
will  settle  all  the  knotty  points  which  have  long  perplexed  students 
of  Scottish  genealogy  ;  indeed,  the  new  light  thrown  by  modern  dis- 
coveries may  be  said  to  have  increased  these  puzzles  tenfold,  but  the 
mere  fact  that  the  ground  has  been  cleared  and  difficulties  fairly  faced 
will  do  much  to  bring  about  a  solution  of  the  problems  which  still 
require  to  be  elucidated. 

The  reader  cannot  fail  to  be  struck  by  the  marked  caution  which 
the  majority  of  the  writers  engaged  upon  this  undertaking  have  dis- 
played, a  hesitation  which  perhaps  reaches  its  extreme  limit  in  the 
article  on  the  Lords  Crichton,  where  the  summary  of  the  early 
Crichton  pedigree  is  somewhat  disjointed  and  confusing. 

Mr.  Anderson,  writing  on  the  Earls  of  Eglinton,  rightly  draws  atten- 
tion to  the  very  uncertain  character  of  the  earlier  generations  as  stated 
by  Sir  William  Eraser  in  his  Memorials  of  the  Montgomeries.  The 
same  learned  writer  is  responsible  for  the  pedigree  of  the  Dunbars, 
Earls  of  Dunbar  and  March,  and  here  it  will  be  observed  that  if  the 
descent  be  as  he  has  given  it,  the  very  definite  claim  made  by  George, 
the  (cnth  Earl,  to  blood  relationship  to  Henry  IV  of  England*  in  his 
well-known  letter  to  that  sovereign,  must  have  been  without  foundation 
in  fact,  which  hardly  appears  probable. 

The  chief  interest  of  this  third  volume  lies  not  with  the  historic  houses 
of  Scotland,  such  as  the  Douglases  and  Lindsays,  recently  published 
works  having  left  little  new  to  be  narrated  concerning  them,  but  rather 
wit  h  the  families  of  lesser  degree,  though  of  equally  ancient  origin,  whose 
pedigrees  have  been  practically  left  untouched  since  the  appearance 
of  Wood's  Douglas,  and  have  now  been  compiled  afresh  after  a  careful 
study  of  family  writs  and  other  evidences.  As  an  example,  Mr.  Keith 
W.  Murray's  excellent  Elibank  article  may  be  taken.  Wood  gave 
John  Murray  of  Blackbarony,  who  fell  at  Flodden,  as  son  of  Andrew, 
second  son  of  William  Murray  of  Blackbarony,  but  it  is  here  shown  on 
incontrovertible  evidence  that  this  John  was  of  quite  a  different  stock, 
being  of  the  Falahill  line,  and  having  acquired  Blackbarony  by  resigna- 
tion made  in  his  favour  by  his  namesake,  John  Murray  of  that  place, 
1  May  1507.  To  Mr.  Murray  is  also  due  the  descent  of  the  first  Earl 
of  Dysart,  which  has  never  been  hitherto  correctly  stated  by  Peerage 
writers. 

Of  the  articles  contributed  by  the  Editor  the  most  important  is  that 
on  the  Ramsays,  Earls  of  Dalhousie,  where  at  least  two  notable  changes 
have  been  made  in  Wood's  pedigree.    Alexander  Ramsay,  another 
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of  the  victims  of  Flodclen,  is  given  as  great-grandson,  not  grandson  of 
Sir  Alexander  Ramsay  to  whom  a  charter  of  the  lands  of  Dalhousie 
was  granted  in  1456  ;  and  John  Ramsay,  Earl  of  Hoklerness, 
whom  Wood  made  brother  of  the  first  peer  of  this  family,  is  now 
said  to  have  been  son  of  Robert  Ramsay,  of  Wyliecleuch.  Another 
article  upon  which  Sir  James  Balfour  Paid  has  evidently  bestowed 
considerable  pains  is  that  which  deals  with  James  King,  the  famous 
soldier  of  the  Thirty  Years  War,  who  was  created  Lord  Eythin  in  1642. 
The  particulars  here  given  are  a  great  improvement  upon  the  scanty 
pedigree  in  Wood.  Lord  Eythin  is  proved  to  have  been  son  of  David 
King  of  Warbester  Hoy  in  Orkney,  and  not  of  the  head  of  the  house, 
James  King  of  Barra,  but  neither  here  nor  in  the  Complete  Peerage 
is  there  any  mention  of  his  will.  The  omission  is  probably  due 
to  an  administration  which  was  granted  28  October  1652,  and 
also  to  the  fact  that  the  will  is  calendared  at  Somerset  House, 
under  "  I  then."  It  was  dated  at  "  Hamborry,"  10  June  1646,  and  was 
not  proved  until  9  November  1667  (P.C.C.,  155  Carr).  The  identity 
of  the  testator  is  clear  from  the  direction  contained  in  it  that  "  James 
King,  my  Page,  shall  have  of  that  moneys  that  is  oweing  me  by  the 
Marquesse  of  Newcastle  and  divers  others  in  England  when  it  is  obteyned 
3000  marks  Scotts."  In  the  probate  Lord  Eythin  is  described  as  a 
bachelor. 

The  spirited  heraldic  illustrations  which  adorn  this  volume  do  not 
always  accord  with  the  blazon  given  in  the  text.  For  instance,  in  the 
article  upon  the  Earls  of  Douglas  we  are  told  that  the  crowned  heart 
appears  upon  none  of  the  seals  of  the  Earls  of  that  house,  and  was 
not  used  much  before  1600,  but  the  sketch  on  p.  V.Y1  shows  the  crown. 
The  quarterly  coat  of  the  Earls  of  Oromartic,  as  recorded  in  the  Lyon 
Register,  is  described  on  p.  86,  but  the  illustration  on  p.  69  follows 
a  different  arrangement,  the  shield  being  in  tierce,  and  probably  copied 
from  an  old  seal  or  drawing. 

The  Knights  ok  England.    By  William  A.  Shaw,  Litt.  D.  London 
(Shenatt  &  Hughes).    2  vols! 

A  compilation  of  lists  of  Knights,  such  as  the  one  before  us,  must 
represent  many  years  of  hard  and  thoughtful  work,  for  which  Dr.  Shaw 
is  entitled  to  receive  the  highest  praise.  His  introduction  should  be 
read  with  deep  attention,  being  a  very  learned  diagnosis  of  a  subject 
that  has  been  touched  by  other  authorities  in  the  past,  and  containing, 
as  it  does,  new  and  interesting  theories  on  the  origin  of  the  Bath,  and  of 
Knights  Bachelors. 

Taking  the  Orders  seriatim  we  note  that  for  his  list  of  the  Knights 
of  the  Garter,  the  compiler  has  drawn  upon  Ashmole,  Anstis,  Nicolas, 
and  chiefly  Beltz  for  the  earlier  portion,  and  for  the  later,  the  Register 
of  the  Garter  and  MSS.  in  the  office  of  Garter  King  of  Arms.  For  the 
Knights  of  the  Thistle  and  St.  Patrick  the  lists  are  based  on  the 
original  records  of  the  Orders,  the  latter  being  supplemented  by 
G.E.O.'s  li.st  in  the  Genealogist  (N.S.,  v,  187),  and  his  manuscript 
continuation  of  the  same. 
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For  the  Knights  of  the  Bath  Dr.  Shaw  has  tapped  various  sources, 
and  he  remarks  that  he  is  convinced  that  of  these  Knights  a  "  rich 
harvest  "  awaits  anyone  who  will  go  over  the  same  field  as  Anstis  did 
nearly  two  hundred  years  ago,  namely,  the  original  Rolls  and  Wardrobe 
Accounts  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  a  task  we  fear  but  few  are  likely 
to  attempt. 

In  regard  to  the  modern  Orders,  we  also  note  that  if  a  register  of 
the  Star  of  India  exists  it  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Order  at  Calcutta,  and  was  inaccessible  for  the  purpose  of  this  work, 
so  that  the  list  has  had  to  be  compiled  from  the  London  Gazette,  and 
other  not  very  trustworthy  sources,  except  so  far  as  concerns  living 
Knights,  who  are  vouched  for  by  the  Central  Chancery  of  the  Orders 
of  Knighthood,  the  office,  by  the  way,  for  which  these  volumes  are 
printed  and  published,  giving  them  a  semi-official  status. 

In  mentioning  the  Gazette  we  are  reminded  that  Dr.  Shaw  points 
out  in  his  Preface  that  the  "  superstitious  reverence  "  he  once  felt  for 
that  publication  has  suffered  a  severe  shock  on  comparing  its  dates 
with  the  dates  of  the  Warrants  of  Appointment,  a  difference  particularly 
prominent  in  relation  to  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George. 
To  prevent  in  the  future  this  inconsistency  he  offers  two  alternative 
methods  for  gazetting,  both  of  which  have  objections,  and  it  appears 
to  us  that  notifications  in  the  Gazette  should  state  exactly  what  they 
purport  to  be,  whether  nominations,  appointments,  investitures,  or 
dispensations,  with  their  respective  dates. 

The  list  of  Knights  of  the  Royal  Hanoverian  Guelphic  Order  is  the 
most  unsatisfactory,  so  we  are  told,  for  there  being  apparently  no 
original  records  extant,  it  has  had  to  be  compiled  from  a  Hanoverian 
publication,  and  collated  with  that  by  Sir  Harris  Nicolas  and  John 
Frost.  This  and  the  trouble  with  the  Gazette  are  trifles,  however, 
compared  with  the  difficulty  Dr.  Shaw  has  had  in  connection  with  the 
Knights  Bachelors,  other  than  those  dubbed  in  Ireland,  a  complete 
list  of  whom,  compiled  by  Mr.  D.  6.  Burtehaell,  is  incorporated  with 
Dr.  Shaw's  work.  For  the  early  period,  the  British  Museum  has 
yielded  some  thirty  lists,  of  which  Dr.  Shaw  remarks  "  no  words  of  mine 
can  convey  an  adequate  idea  of  the  welter,  chaos,  confusion  and  con- 
tradictions of  these  manuscripts."  Having  spent  no  less  than  four 
years  in  attempting  to  collate  and  trying  to  verify  them,  he  regards 
the  outcome  as  "  the  most  distressingly  unsatisfactory  piece  of 
historical  work  "  he  has  ever  set  his  hand  to,  a  lament  which  is 
repeated  in  a  minor  key  in  relation  to  the  records  of  dubbings  of 
Knights  Bachelors  in  modern  times.  As  regards  these  same  Knights, 
and  those  of  the  Bath,  Dr.  Shaw  enters  largely  into  their  origin  in  the 
Introduction,  and  raises  certain  questions  "  which  will  provoke 
discussion  and  probably  dissent."  He  particularly  disclaims  any 
contentious  spirit  in  advancing  theories  which  may  be  considered 
merely  as  suggestions  for  the  examination  of  scholars.  For  lack  of 
space  we  are  prohibited  from  criticising  his  views,  but  we  are  inclined 
to  endorse  his  conjecture  that  bathing,  as  part  of  the  ceremonial  of 
Knighthood,  was  not  in  full  use  until  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  see  an  unbiassed  discussion  on  various  points  raised, 
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especially  in  regard  to  his  conclusion  that  miles,  anterior  to  1250, 
signified  simply  a  soldier,  and  that  after  that  date  a  military  tenant- 
in-chief  was  theoretically  entitled  to  the  dignity  of  Knighthood,  and 
that  thenceforth  miles  was  the  accepted  term  for  a  Knight  Bachelor 
[Battelier]. 

Collections  for  a  History  of  Staffordshire.  Edited  by  the 
William  Salt  Archaeological  Society.  Vol.  ix.  New  Series.  London 
(Harrison  and  Sons),  1900. 

No  greater  compliment  can  be  paid  to  the  useful  work  which  is 
being  carried  on  by  the  Salt  Society  than  the  simple  fact  that  a  genea- 
logist who  happens  not  to  be  a  Staffordshire  man,  can  never  take  up 
one  of  the  volumes  which  it  issues  with  such  commendable  regularity 
without  being  forthwith  consumed  with  regret  that  his  ancestors  did 
not  hail  from  that  county.  The  present  volume  is  mainly  taken  up 
with  Elizabethan  Chancery  Proceedings,  1560-1570,  which  provide 
most  valuable  material  for  genealogical  investigations,  and  which  have 
been  admirably  abstracted  by  Mr.  W.  K.  Boyd,  whose  labours  at  the 
Record  Office  are  well  known.  Some  of  these  suits  arc  specially  in- 
teresting from  the  light  they  throw  on  the  dislocation  of  legal  tenures 
caused  by  the  Dissolution  of  the  Monasteries,  as  in  Bundle  2, 
No.  73,  where  the  defendant,  Ralph  Rudyard,  pleads  a  lease  from 
Thomas  Whitney,  the  last  Abbot  of  Dieulacres,  of  all  tithes  in  the 
lordship  of  Rudyard.  Another  suit  (Bundle  7,  No.  9)  illustrates  the 
appellate  jurisdiction  exercised  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  over  decisions 
of  manorial  courts.  A  jury  of  the  Manor  of  Tettenhall  Regis  had  found 
the  defendants  not  guilty  of  killing,  with  mastiffs,  a  certain  cow 
belonging  to  the  plaintiff,  and  the  latter  prays  for  a  writ  of  subpoena 
to  be  directed  to  the  said  jury,  on  the  ground  that  they  had  heard 
the  culprits  confess  in  open  Court  to  the  killing  of  the  cow.  According 
to  the  common  law  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  establish  the 
allegation  that  mastiffs  had  been  employed. 

An  able  and  well  written  article  on  the  parentage  of  James  de  Audley, 
one  of  the  heroes  of  Poitiers,  and  an  original  Knight  of  the  Carter, 
is  contributed  by  Mr.  Josiah  Wedgwood,  M.P.,  who  in" his  endeavours 
to  clear  up  the  confusion  which  has  naturally  arisen  from  the  existence 
of  four  James  de  Audleys  at  the  same  period,  has  been  materially 
assisted  by  the  evidences  printed  by  the  Society  in  previous  volumes. 
He  shows  conclusively  that  the  particular  James  in  question  was  an 
illegitimate  son  of  James  de  Audley,  of  Stratton  Audley,  by  Eve 
Clavering,  a  great  heiress,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  his  young 
kinsman  Thomas  Audley.  The  connection  between  the  parents  of 
this  famous  soldier  is  a  curious  one,  and  Mr.  Wedgwood  suggests  that 
Eve  may  have  preferred  an  irregular  tie  to  marriage,  in  order  to  avoid 
a  heavy  fine,  but  it  is  more  probable  that  there  was  some  other 
impediment  to  a  lawful  union,  so  that  a  dispensation  could  not  be 
procured.  Further  evidence  on  this  point  may  yet  be  forthcoming, 
and  meanwhile  we  welcome  the  Audley  pedigree  as  here  re-stated. 
It  differs  from  that  in  the  Complete  Peerage  in  the  date  of  the  death 
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of  Nicholas  de  Audlcy,  who  received  a  writ  of  summons  in  1296-7, 
and  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  the  invalidity  of  this  writ. 

An  article  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Round,  on  the  Burton  Abbey  Surveys, 
is  reprinted  from  The  English  Historical  Review  of  April,  1905.  The 
volume  concludes  with  the  Chartulary  of  Dieulaeres  Abbey,  from 
a  copy  made  in  the  seventeenth  century  by  Benjamin  Rudyard, 
which  was  discovered  some  time  ago  among  Lord  Macclesfield's  muni- 
ments at  Shirburn  Castle.  General  Wrottesley  has  prefixed  to  the 
Ohartulary  a  most  interesting  introduction  dealing  with  the  foundation 
and  history  of  flu;  Abbey,  and  has  also  added  explanatory  footnotes. 
Those  interested  in  the  topography  of  London  should  note  the  mention 
in  Charter  G9  of  the  town  house  which  the  Abbots  possessed  in  Wood 
Street. 

This  Read  us  of  Blackwood  Hill,  in  the  Parish  of  Horton, 
Staffordshire.  A  Record  of  their  descendants,  with  a  full 
Account  of  Dr.  Johnson's  Ancestry,  his  Kinsfolk,  and  Family  Con- 
nexions. By  Alcyn  Lyell  Reade.  London  (Spottiswoode  &  Co.). 
The  author  of  this  book  is  evidently  a  most  enthusiastic  and  laborious 
genealogist,  and  so  carefully  has  he  followed  up  every  clue  which  might 
in  the  slightest  degree  assist  his  researches  into  his  own  pedigree, 
that,  imperceptibly  perhaps,  he  has  been  led  to  examine  with  great 
detail  the  history  of  numerous  families  between  which  there  is  often 
but  a  slight  thread  of  connection.  So  far  however  from  rendering 
his  book  less  interesting  to  his  readers  by  thus  enlarging  its  scope, 
he  has  greatly  enhanced  its  permanent  value,  for  beyond  all  question 
the  most  important  portion  of  it  is  that  which  deals  with  the  ancestry 
of  the  great  lexicographer,  and  it  is  only  by  a  very  side  wind  indeed 
that  Dr.  Johnson  can  be  brought  within  the  purview  of  a  work  which 
starts  with  the  pedigree  of  the  Reades  of  Blackwood  Hill.  The  system 
adopted  by  the  writer  is  to  give  at  the  end  of  the  volume  tabular  pedi- 
grees, twenty-nine  in  number,  reproduced  in  facsimile  from  his  own 
singularly  clear  handwriting,  the  text  itself  being  a  mere  commentary 
upon  these  charts,  so  that  no  one  who  has  not  attentively  studied 
the  latter  could  hope  to  understand  the  former.  Notwithstanding 
all  his  painstaking  efforts  to  fill  the  gap,  there  is  a  break  in  the  early 
pedigree  of  the  Reades,  which  is  carried  with  probability  to  a  Roger 
Reade,  or  Reede,  of  Blackwood  Hill,  whose  will  was  proved  at  Lichfield, 
19  January  1558-9.  That  absolute  proof  cannot  at  present  be  supplied 
is  chiefly  due  to  the  parish  registers  of  Horton  not  commencing  before 
1653,  and  perhaps  also  to  the  author's  failure  to  obtain  facilities  for  a 
search  in  the  Court  Rolls  of  the  manor.  All  the  many  branches  of 
this  family  and  all  the  different  families  into  which  they  have  married 
are  here  most  carefully  considered.  Of  the  latter,  the  following  may 
be  mentioned — Dudley  of  Uttoxeter,  Shallcross,  Anderson  of  Midlothian 
and  Lanark,  Crowe,  Hodges,  Shaw,  Hickman  and  Ford.  The  career 
•of  Sir  Thomas  Reade,  a  descendant  of  the  Congleton  branch,  whose 
military  and  diplomatic  services  have  hitherto  received  scant  attention, 
is  very  well  described,  and  derives  added  interest  from  his  connection 
with  the  last  days  of  the  great  Napoleon. 
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The  ancestry  of  Dr.  Johnson  is  introduced  through  the  Hickmans, 
who  intermarried  both  with  the  Reades  and  the  Fords,  Sarah  Ford 
having,  of  course,  been  the  Doctor's  mother,  and  "  Parson"  Ford  his 
first  cousin.  Lovers  of  Boswell's  delightful  pages  should  study  them 
once  more  in  the  light  of  the  many  new  facts  now  gathered  together 
relating  to  the  relatives  of  the  most  interesting  personality  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  both  on  the  paternal  and  maternal  sides.  A  deed 
relating  to  the  marriage  settlement  of  Michael  and  Sarah  Johnson  is 
here  printed,  and  also  some  very  curious  documents  referring  to  Michael's 
indictment  in  1718  for  using  the  trade  of  a  tanner,  which  occupation  he 
had  evidently  long  combined  with  his  business  as  a  bookseller.  In  one 
of  these,  written  by  himself,  he  is  said  to  be  "  a  merchant  Tradeing 
to  Ireland  Scotland  and  the  furter  most  parts  of  England." 

This  necessarily  brief  notice,  must  not  conclude  without  allusion  to 
the  large  number  of  abstracts  of  wills  (chiefly  proved  at  Lichfield),  and 
extracts  from  parish  registers,  which  so  greatly  add  to  the  genealogical 
value  of  this  interesting  book.  The  index  is  the  most  complete  and 
satisfactory  we  have  seen  for  a  long  time. 

The  Clifford  Family.    By  J.  W.  Clay,  F.S.A.    (Reprinted  from 
The  Yorkshire  Arcluvological  Journal.) 

A  reliable  pedigree  of  the  illustrious  house  of  Clifford,  accompanied 
by  evidences,  has  long  been  needed,  and  Mr.  Clay's  short  history  is 
therefore  very  acceptable.  Avoiding  all  controversial  questions, 
and  everything  for  which  chapter  and  verse  cannot  be  given,  he  begins 
with  Roger  de  Clifford,  who  died  in  12311  Whenever  they  exist, 
transcripts  are  provided  of  Inquisitions  Lost  Mortem,  and  Wills  of  the 
different  members  of  the  family.  Jt  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  mam'  of 
these  Inquisitions  have  been  found  to  be.  in  places  quite  unreadable 
from  damp  and  careless  use  of  washes.  Portraits  have  been  included 
of  George,  third  Earl  of  Cumberland,  and  Margaret  his  Countess, 
t Ho  parents  of  Anne,  Countess  of  Dorset,  Pembroke  and  Montgomery, 
the  eventual  heiress  of  the  Cliffords. 


We  have  also  received  the  new  edition  of  Burke's  "Landed  Gentry" 
(Harrison  and  Sons),  and  "  Haddon,"  by  G.  Le  Blanc  Smith  (Elliot 
Stock).     Both  these  will  be  duly  noticed  in  the  January  number.

The  Echingham  Tomh  at  Barsham. — Since  the  notes  on  Barsham 
were  written  the  present  Rector  has  found  some  Gothic  letters 
running  along  the  base  of  the  altar  tomb  said  by  Suckling  to  have 
no  inscription  and  to  probably  cover  the  remains  of  Thomas 
Blcnucrhassett  (died  1599).  He  describes  it  to  be  of  richly  moulded 
brick,  standing  against  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel.     It  is  still  in 
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the  same  place,  but  in  1880  was  moved  a  few  feet,  when  the  levels 
were  altered,  to  allow  the  tomb  to  stand  back  and  not  interfere  with 
the  present  altar.  At  that  time  a  portion  of  the  thickness  of  the 
north  wall  was  removed  and  a  flattened  arch  was  thrown  over  the 
tomb  to  bear  the  weight  of  the  wall  above.  At  the  time  of  these 
alterations  the  tomb  was  taken  to  pieces,  laid  in  the  churchyard  and 
each  piece  scraped,  marked  and  numbered  as  it  was  taken  down. 
Two  or  three  fragments  of  the  tomb  were  found  therein,  one  being 
thus  inscribed  : — 

JjiC  jacct  bus  (£b  .  .  . 

Tli is  inscription  was  replaced  at  the  base  of  the  monument  and 
fresh  stone  added  to  replace  the  uneven  plastered  top. 

A  sketch  of  the  tomb  having  been  submitted  to  Mr.  St.  John  Hope, 
he  inclines  to  the  idea  that  the  monument  was  erected  under  the  will 
of  Sir  Edward  Echingham  in  1527,  and  that  1599  is  an  impossible  date 
for  it.  Sir  Edward  Echingham  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  chancel  of 
Barsham  Church,  under  the  foundations  of  the  north  wall.  It  is  also 
thought,  and  to  this  Mr.  St.  John  Hope  agrees,  that  the  curious  east 
window  was  then  made  to  represent  the  frette  coat  of  the  Echinghams, 
which  is  also  on  the  vane  of  Echingham  Church,  Sussex,  and  is  said  to 
have  been  erected  there  by  Sir  William  de  Echingham,  who  died  in 
1389.

George  Marsh  (Martyr). — While  looking  over  some  past  numbers 
of  The  Genealogist,  I  found  an  account  of  several  families  of  the  name 
of  Marsh  published  as  a  Supplement  to  New  Series,  vol.  xvi.  I  should 
be  glad  to  know  if  George  Marsh  was  an  ancestor  of  any  of  the  families 
mentioned. 

He  was  son  of  George  Marsh,  was  born  about  1515  in  the  Parish  of 
Dean,  Lancashire,  educated  at  Bolton,  married,  left  Lancashire, 
moved  to  Cambridge,  entered  at  the  University,  and  was  afterwards 
ordained  and  appointed  Curate  of  All  Hallows',  Bread  Street,

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SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  LEE  FAMILY  OF  LAWSHALL,  IN 
THE   COUNTY   OF  SUFFOLK. 

Almost  .simultaneously  with  the  publication  in  The  Genealogist,  for 
January  1900, 1  of  that  part  of  my  article  on  Barsham  dealing  with  Sir 
Robert  Lee,  purchaser  of  the  Manor  of  Barsham,  there  appeared  in  the 
"East  Anglian  Miscellany," 2  over  the  signature  "  A.B."  (Ipswich), 
the  following  : — 

"  LKK,  <)b'  Lawsjiatve." 

"  I  fivn  much  interested  in  tracing  tin-  pedigree  of  this  family,  whose  present 
representative  is,  as  fur  as  I  know,  I  lie  Lady  do  Sanmarcz,  of  Shrubland 
Pairk  and  Ijivermere.  ...  In  Dr.  Copinger's  'Manors  of  Suffolk,'  the 
name  lirst  occurs  (see  p.  in    1598,  when  a  line  of    Lawcell  Manor  was 

le.vied  between  Robert  Lee,  Robert  GOuMfrng,  and  others.  (Fine  Trim,  40  Eli/.) 
I  have  a  note  in  my  possession  which  speaks  of  this  Robert  Lee  as  being 
Alderman  of  London,  and  certainly  the  coat  of  arms  borne  by  the  owner 
of  the  Lawshall  Manor,  now  quartered  by  Lady  de  Saumarez,  points  to  this 
connection.  'Argent,  a  fesse  sable,  in  chief  two  pellets,  in  base  a  martlet  of 
the  second,'  which  coat  was  borne  by  the  said  Robert  Lee,  as  Lord  Mayor 
of    London,  in  1602." 

The  Manor  of  Lawshall,  as  previously  stated  in  the  above-mentioned 
article  in  The  Genealogist,  was  purchased  of  Edward  Rookwood  for  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  four  hundred  pounds  by  Sir  Robert  Lee  (Lord 
Mayor  of  London)  on  the  15th  May,  in  the  fortieth  year  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  (1598),  and  descended  on  his  decease  (22nd  December  1605)  to 
his  son  and  heir,  Sir  Henry  Lee,  Knighted  at  Theobalds  on  the  20th 
December  1611.  Sir  Henry,  who  was  of  Woodford,  Essex,  and  of  St. 
Edmuudsbury,  died  on  the  21st  January  1619-20,  having  been  twice 
married,  but  leaving  issue  only  by  the  first  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of 
Richard  Gurney  of  London.  By  this  lady,  who  deceased  on  31st 
December  1(>I7,  he  had  two  sons  and  three  daughters.  His  long  will 
of  some  thirty  folios  was  proved  in  London  the  14th  February 
16 19 -20/  the  testator  being  described  as  "Sir  Henry  Lee,  of  Woodford, 
in  the  County  of  Essex,  and  of  London."  He  names  his  wife, 
Thomasine,'  his  eldest  daughter  Mary  (married  to  Sir  William 
Marty n),  his  elder  son  John  Lee,  his  younger  son  Thomas  Lee,  and 
his  daughters  Elizabeth  &  and  Martha  ;  his  brother,  Sir  Robert  Lee,  and 
his  son  John,  were  made  executors.

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Thomas  Lee,  the  younger  son,  baptised  5th  December  1611,  was 
of  the  Inner  Temple,  and  dying  unmarried,  was  buried  on  the 
27th  April  1683  ;  while  Sir  John  Lee,  son  and  heir  (baptised  the 
12th  October  1606),  inherited  Lawshall,  and  was  Knighted  at 
Greenwich,  on  the  28th  June  1629.  His  licence  to  marry,  attested 
by  his  brother  Thomas  Lee,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  is  dated  18th  January 
1632-3,  and  is  as  follows1: — "  Sir  John  Lee  of  London  Kt.  widower, 
26,  and  Catherine  Fitzwilliam,  spinster,  21,  Daughter  of  the  Kt.  Hon. 
William  Lord  Fitzwilliam  of  Milton  co.  Northants."  In  the  children 
of  this  match  has  arisen  the  confusion  as  to  the  succession  to  the  Manor 
of  Lawshall  ;  for,  in  addition  to  the  three  daughters  named  in  Sir  John's 
will,  there  was  undoubtedly  a  son,  Fitzwilliam  Lee,  buried  at  Richmond, 
Surrey,2  on  24th  September  1665.  His  admon.,  describing  him  to  be 
of  that  place,  was  granted  P.C.C.  1688  to  his  son  Thomas  Lee  (the 
relict  Frances  Lee  refusing  to  administrate). 

The  will3  of  Sir  John  Lee  is  dated  on  9th  December  1671  : — "  Being 
at  present,  through  the  mercy  of  God,  in  a  competent  measure  of 

health  and  being  desirous  to  settle  my  worldly  estate  soe  as 

no  differences  may  arise  about  the  same  after  my  death,  but  that  my 
daughters,  hereafter  mentioned,  who  have  been  dutiful  and  obedient 

children,  may  hold  and  enjoy  the  same  I  doe  desire 

as  folio weth  hirst  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  dear  daughters 

Katherine,  Elizabeth  and  Caroline  Lee,  all  my  manors,  messuages, 
lands,  tents  and  hereditaments  situate  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Essex, 
and  Middlesex,  and  in  the  city  of  London  ....  to  have  the  same  for 
ever  ....  except  what  is  hereafter  given  to  my  daughter  Katherine 

and  my  brother  Thomas  Lee  Esq  to  him  my  ring  with  a  diamond 

in  it  which  was  my  lather's  and  hath  this  motto  :  '  Deus  dat  incre- 
mentum.'  Also,  I  give  to  Katherine  my  daughter  all  my  gold  plate 
&c.  (and  make  her  executor)  and  she  to  see  me  decently  buried  in  the 
parish  church  of  St.  Andrew  Undershaft  in  St.  Mary  Axe  in  London. 
And  1  request  my  brother  Thomas  Lee  to  be  assistant  to  her—  he  to 
take  a  paternal  charge  o!  her  and  them  and  he  to  make  a  kind  uncle 
to  them  ....  1  give  to  my  worthy  and  dear  friend  the  Lady  Anne 
Russell  my  picture  of  King  Charles  the  Martyr  that  hangs  in  my 
parlour  " 

Sir  John  Lee  died  the  22nd  May  1673,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Andrew's 
Undershaft,  his  wife,  Catherine  Fitzwilliam,  at  that  time  being 
apparently  dead,  so  that  the  Fiances  Lee  who  appears  in  the  list  of 
the  lords  of  Lawshall  given  below,  from  1675  to  1681,  was  possibly 
relict  of  Fitzwilliam  Lee,  and  mother  of  the  Thomas  Lee  whose 
name  occurs  as  lord  from  1681  to  1721,  but  under  age  in  1683,  when 
his  uncle  Thomas  Loo,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  made  his  will  and 
described  him  as  his  heir  at  la  w.  Frances  the  widow  of  Fitzwilliam 
Lee  was,  however,  living  in  1(588,  as  appeal's  from  the  admon. 
to  his  estate  in  that  year,  referred  to  above.

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In  his  will, 1  Thomas  Lee,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  who  died  in 
April  1683,  calls  himself  "second  sonne  of  Sir  Henry  Lee,  formerly  of 
Woodford,  in  the  County  of  Essex,"  and  bequeaths  all  his  houses, 
lands,  etc.,  etc.,  to  his  three  nieces,  daughters  of  Sir  John  Lee,  late  of 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  viz.,  Catherine,  Elizabeth,  and  Caroline  Lee, 
until  Thomas  Lee,  eldest  son  of  Fitzwilliam  Lee,  son  of  the  said  Sir  John 
Lee,  be  21  years  of  age. 

The  following  is  the  list  of  the  lords  of  the  Manor  of  Lawshall,  as 
given  by  the  writer  in  the  "  East  Anglian  Miscellany,"  whose  further 
note,  although  not  quite  correct,  is  nevertheless  quoted  below  : —

"  In  Mr.  Sydenham  Hervey's  'Hearth  Tax  of  1674'  mention  is 
made  of  Sir  John  Lee  living  in  St.  Mary's,  Bury,  in  a  large  house, 
for  it  contained  16  hearths,  whilst  at  that  date,  George  Myrells 
(probably  the  tenant)  was  living  at  Lawshall  Hall,  anyhow  the  largest 
house  in  the  parish,  and  which  contained  14  hearths.  According  to  the 
list  quoted  above?,  Sir  John  (if  it  be  the  same)  died  one  year  later,  in 
1675,  and  Dame  Frances  succeeded  her  husband,  living  on  till  1681. 
She  it  is,  I  take  it,  whose  name  is  recorded  in  the  book  of  receipts, 
at  that  date,  as  'Lady  Lee.'  " 

John  flervey,  Lord  Bristol,  writing  to  Lady  Bristol  on  the  3rd  October 
1724,  says  (hat  he  has  been  to  the  funeral  of  his  friend,  Mr.  Lee, 3  and 
got  no  hint,  neither  from  the  weather  nor  from  the  dangers  of  the  night, 
though  only  under  the  escort  of  his  old  day  labourer.  This  was 
apparently  the  funeral  of  Thomas  Lee  (son  of  Fitzwilliam),  who  died 
19th  September  1721,  and  was  buried  in  Livermere  Church,  aged  G3  ; 
Livermere  being  an  estate,  according  to  Page's  "Suffolk  Traveller,"'1 
purchased  by  his  only  son,  Baptist  Lee.  Of  this  Thomas  Lee  very 
little  has  been  discovered  as  to  his  residence  in  Kast  Anglia.  He 
describes  himself,  in  his  will,5  dated  25  July  1720,  as  k'  Thomas  Lee 
of  Kensington  Square  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,"  and  desired 
"  to  be  buried  in  the  parish  church  of  Little  Livermere  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk."  He  left  £3,000  apiece  to  his  daughters  Frances,  Isabella, 
Caroline  and  Charlotte  Lee  and  to  his  only  son  Baptist  Lee,  his 
whole  estate  real  and  personal,  but  should  he  die  without  lawful 
issue  then  it  to  be  divided  among  testator's  four  daughters.  In  this 
will  he  bequeathed  10H  to  the  poor  of  Great  Livermere,  the  same  to

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the  poor  of  Little  Livermere,  and  the  same  to  the  poor  of  Lawshall. 
His  son  Baptist  Lee  and  daughter  Frances  to  be  executors.  Will 
sinned  25th  July  1720,  "Thomas  Lee.'1 

"  Memorandum — the  interlineations  and  alterations  made  in  this 
will  being-  all  of  my  own  handwriting  ought  to  make  no  alteration  of 
my  last  testament.    (Signed)  Thomas  Lee,  July  25th  172L" 

fi  Oct.  172-1.  On  which  day  appeared  personally  John  Descrote  of 
the  parish  of  St.  James,  Westminster,  Esq.,  intimately  acquainted 
with  Thomas  Lee  Esq.  for  23  years,  and  Samuel  Edwards,  butler  to  the 
said  Thomas  for  eight  years,  who  respectively  on  oath  testified  to  the 
handwriting  of  above  will  and  alterations. 

Proved  the  same  day  by  the  oath  of  Baptist  Lee,  Esq.,  and  Frances 
Lee. 

Soon  after  this,  in  December  1725,  Baptist  Lee  was  a  suitor  for  the 
hand  of  Lord  Bristol's  daughter,  Barbara, 1  but  after  some  negotiations 
it  came  to  nothing.  There  are  three  letters  from  Lord  Bristol  to  him 
on  the  subject,  and  also  an  allusion  to  the  proposed  match  in  the  letters 
of  Lady  Suffolk,  where  he  is  said  to  have  £10,000  a  year.  Jn  Lord 
Bristol's  letter  to  Baptist  Lee,  dated  2nd  Deeemher  172.r>,  he  remarks 
that  they  are  all  very  much  concerned  for  the  melancholy  occasion 
which  has  kept  him  in  the  country. 

Baptist  Lee  appears  never  to  have  married,  and  to  have  resided 
at  Livermere  with  his  three  unmarried  sisters,  who  pre-deceased  him, 
and  all  lie  buried  in  Livermere  Church  together  with  their  sister, 
Charlotte,  who  married  John  Wearg,  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  viz., 
Isabella  Lee,  buried  12th  July  1737;  Caroline,' 29th  December  1737; 
Charlotte  Wearg,  21st  November  1710;  Frances  Lee,  8th  July  1752; 
John  Wearg,  12th  August  1752.  The  long  will  of  this  John  ' Wearg,'*' 
who  bequeathed  all  his  manors,  messuages,  lands,  etc.,  to  his  daughter, 
Caroline  Wearg,  making  his  brother-in-law  Baptist  Lee,  sole  executor, 
casts  little  light  on  his  parentage,  but  it  is  suggested  that  he  was  of 
the  same  family  as  that  of  Sir  Clemen!  Wearg  ( 1 080-1 724), a  Solicitor* 
Ceneral,  who  is  described  by  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography 
as  grandson  of  Thomas  Wearg,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Bot.olph's,  Aldersgate, 
a  wealthy  merchant.  Possibly  the  John  Wearg  in  question  was  son  of 
John  W  earg,  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  bachelor,  and  Jane  Bunn. 
of  St.  Antholins,  married  there  by  licence  on  the  2nd  January  1095, 
since  a  Reeve  Bunn's  name  appears  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  the 
forty-eighth  of  George  III,  cap.  123,  concerning  Nathaniel  Lee  Acton, 
grandson  of  John  Wearg  and  of  Charlotte  Lee.    At  all  events,  Charlotte

Lee's  husband  left  houses  in  London,  on  Snow  Hill  and  in  Cheapside, 
and  also  gave  money  bequests  to  his  sister  Martha,,  wife  of  Mr.  Zaehery 
Orutlock,  (o  the  children  of  his  niece,  Mrs.  Anna  Christiana 
Hotchkiss,  and  to  his  grand-niece  Jane  Smith,  dau.  of  Mrs.  Jane 
Smith,  widow. 

Caroline  Wearg,  who  now  became  the  sole  heiress  to  her  uncle, 
Baptist  Lee,  married  on  the  27th  March  1753,  to  Nathaniel  Acton, 
of  Bramford  Hall,  Suffolk,  and  died  in  17(31,  leaving  a  son  and  a 
daughter,  viz.,  Nathaniel  and  Harriet  Acton  (born  in  1755). 

The  distinctive  Christian  name  of  Baptist  is  thought  by  several 
genealogists  to  point  to  a  connection  with  the  May  family,  of  whom 
Sir  Humphrey  May  (1573-1(330),  after  his  second  marriage  with  Judith 
Poley, 1  settled  at  Boxsted,  in  Suffolk.  By  his  first  wife,  Jane,  sister 
of  Sir  William  Uvcdale,  Sir  Humphrey-  was  father  of  Baptist  May, 
the  celebrated  courtier  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II,  and  also  of  Isabella 
May,  who  was  baptised  at  Boxsted  in  1625,  and  afterwards  became 
the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Hervey,  Knight,  of  Ickworth,  mother  of  the 
John,  Karl  of  Bristol,  writer  of  the  foregoing  letters. 

Isabella,  the  illegitimate  daughter  of  Baptist  May  (granted  the  pre- 
cedence of  an  earl's  daughter  by  Charles  II),  by  her  marriage  with 
John  Turner, :i  of  Langham,  became  the  mother  of  John  Turner,  of 
Great  Livermere  1  the  sole  executor  of  Baptist  Lee,  whose  will,  proved 
17(58,°  is  contained  in  over  one  hundred  folios.  Therein  he  desires 
'to  be  buried  in  Livermere  Church,'1  at  the  south  end  opposite  to 
my  late  father  deceased,"  and  leaves  all  his  manors,  &c.  .(including 
Lawshall)  in  trust  till  his  great-nephew  Nathaniel  Lee  Acton,  shall 
be  21  years  of  age.  His  estates  in  Great  and  Little  Livermere  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  and  all  his  houses  in  Holborn  and  six  houses  in 
Bishopsgate  St.,  London,  are  all  devised  to  the  said  Nathaniel  Lee 
Acton. 

Nathaniel  Acton,  the  father  of  the  next  lord  of  Lawshall,  was  son  and 
heir  of  Nathaniel  Acton,  of  Bramford  Hall,  and  of  Elizabeth  Fowle. 
She  was  daughter  of  John  Fow  le.  of  Brome  Hall,  Esq.,,7  in  County  of 
Norfolk,  by  his  wife,  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Mi n gay, s  of  Saxlingham. 
She  married  at  Brome.  in  1723,  to  Nathaniel  Acton  (ob.  1745)  as  his 
second  wife,  and  deceased  (.)th  July  1714,  aged  4(5.    She  was  also  elder

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sister  of  John  Fowle,  Esq.,  of  Brome  Hall,  Commissioner  of  Excise 
under  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  K.G.,  first  Earl  of  Orford,  whose  niece  was 
married  to  -John  Fowle  at  Kirby  Kane,  Norfolk,  in  August  1723.  This 
was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Charles  Turner,  Bart.,  and  of  Mary 
Walpole  (and  sister  of  Anne  Turner,  who  by  her  marriage  with  Dr. 
Maurice  Suckling,  Rector  of  Barsham,  became  mother  of  Catherine, 
Mrs.  Nelson,  and  consequently  grandmother  of  the  hero  of  Trafalgar). 

Despite,  however,  Cox,  and  other  writers'  anecdotes  of  the  political 
intrigues  of  Walpole's  times,  in  which  John  Fowle's  name  so  often 
occurs,  he  is  now  only  remembered  as  the  "  uncle  "  and  patron  god- 
parent of  Nelson's  elder  brother,  Maurice,  whom  he  early  placed  in 
the  Excise  and  Navy  Oflices  simultaneously  with  Captain  Maurice 
Suckling's  adoption  in  1767  1  of  Horatio  Nelson's  career  in  the  Navy. 

John  Fowle, J  of  Brome  Hall,  by  his  will  dated  the  29th  February 
1708,  and  proved  P.C.C.  15th  January  1774,  devised  all  his  estates  to 
his  god-daughter,  Harriet,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Acton,  and  her  issue, 
she  and  they  to  take  the  name  of  Fowle,  with  remainder  to  the  other 
daughters  of  the  said  Nathaniel  Acton,  and  final  remainder  to  Robert 
Colvile.  nephew  of  testator.  Personal  property  to  said  Harriet,  with 
remainder  as  above,  except  pictures  which  were  to  go  with  the  mansion 
house  of  Brome  Hall.  The  will  refers  at  length  to  an  indenture,  dated 
1705,  made  between  the  testator,  Dionese  D'Eye,  Thomas  Manning, 
of  Bungay,  William  Suckling,  of  the  Customs  House,  London,  and 
Maurice  Suckling,  of  Merton,  Surrey.3 

kt  The  mansion  house  of  Brome  Hall  "  has  long  been  levelled  with 
the  dust,  but  the  fine  portraits  of  John  Fowle  and  of  his  first  wife, 
Elizabeth  Turner,  still  hang  at  Livermcre,  in  the  possession  of  Lady 
de  Saumarez. 

We  now  pass  on  to  the  will  of  Nathaniel  Acton  himself,  who,  after 
his  wife,  Caroline  Wearg's  death,  in  1701,  remarried  to  Dorothy  Aspin,' 
the  heiress  of  Cockfield,  and  died  in  1795,  desiring  by  his  will,  dated

Nathaniel  Lee  Acton,  of  Livcrmere  Park,  only  son  and  heir  of 
Nathaniel  Acton,  who  now  succeeded,  married  first,  in  1787,  to  Susanna 
Miller,  who  died  s.p.,  and  secondly  to  Penelope  Rycroft,  1791,  who  also 
died  without  issue,  and  himself  deceased  s.p.  on  1st  January  1836. 
Meantime,  his  sister,  Harriet  Acton,  married  in  1774  to  William,  son 
of  William  Middleton,  of  Crowfield  Hall,  co.  Suffolk,  created  a  Baronet 
on  the  12th  May  1801.  This  gentleman  assumed  the  additional  name  of 
Fowlc  on  6th  January  1823  (under  the  will  of  John  Fowle,  of  Brome 
Hall),  and  died  on  the  26th  December  1829,  aged  83,  leaving,  by  his 
wife,  Harriet  (who  deceased  1st  September  1852)  Sir  William  Fowle 
Middleton,  Bart.,  son  and  heir,  who  died  s.p.,  9th  May  1860,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  nephew,  the  son  of  his  sister,  Sarah  Louisa  Middleton, 
by  her  marriage  with  Sir  Philip  Bowes  Broke  (the  celebrated  hero  of 
1J.M.S.  Shannon,  who,  for  his  gallant  conduct  in  her,  on  1st  June 
1813,  was  created  a  Baronet),  namely  Sir  George  Nathaniel  Broke, 
third  Baronet.  He  on  his  uncle's  decease  in  1860,  assumed  the  additional 
name  of  Middleton,  and  dying  s.p.  on  19th  January  1887,  the  property 
devolved  upon  his  niece,  Jane  Anne  Broke,  the  daughter  of  his  deceased 
brother,  Captain  Charles  Acton  Broke,  R.E.  (ob.  1855).  She,  on 
10th  October  1882,  became  the  wife  of  Sir  James  St  Vincent,  fourth 
Baron  de  Saumarez.  It  is  this  lady  who  possesses  the  pictures  and 
estates  of  the  Lee  and  Fowle  families,  and  quartering  the  arms  of  the 
former,  represents  the  family  of  Lee  of  the  Manor  of  Lawshall,  County 
Suffolk.

THE   NEVILLS   OF   ESSEX :    A   GENEALOGICAL  PUZZLE. 

Having  had  occasion  lately  to  search  into  the  history  of  the  Nevills 
of  Essex  1  came  upon  a,  curious  blunder,  if  it  can  be  called  so.  Hitherto 
it  has  been  supposed  that  John,  Lord  Nevill  of  Essex,  who  died  1358, 
s.p.,  was  the  last  of  (he  line.  Thai  (his  is  not  so  is  proved 
by  the  following  Close  Boll  of  1331,  No.  31  :— "  License  at  the  request 
of  the  Bishop  of  London  for  Hugh  de  Nevill  the  elder  to  enfeoff  Thomas 
de  Colyngg  parson  of  the  church  of  Disse  and  Adam  de  Sculthorpe 
parson  of  the  Church  of  South  Stok  of  the  Manors  of  Great  and  Little 
Wakeryngg  and  the  reversion  of  the  Manors  of  Souththorpe,  Little 
Halyngbury  and  Wetheresfeld  with  the  advowsons  of  the  Churches 
of  the  two  latter  manors  now  held  for  life  as  dower  of  Margaret  late  the 
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wife  of  Jolin  do  Nevill  all  in  the  co.  of  lissex  and  held  in  chief  and  for 
them  to  grant  these  to  him  for  life  with  remainders  to  John  his  son 
for  life  to  Hugh  brother  of  the  said  John  in  fee  tail  and  to  Edmund 
brother  of  the  last  named  in  fee  tail  and  reversion  to  the  heirs  male 
of  Hugh  the  elder." 

This  document  gives  two  brothers,  Hugh  and  Edmund,  hitherto 
unsuspected.  That  Hugh  was  alive  much  later  is  proved  by  the 
following  :— De  Banco  Roll,  Trim,  30  Edward  III,  m.  19.  "  Cantab. 
Hugh  de  Nevill  de  Essex  Chivaler  gave  the  King  10  sol  p  he  cone  cu 
Robert  de  Roteseye  deforciant  etc.,  de  ten  in  Burwell."  Also  Cam- 
bridge Feet  of  Fines,  30  Edward  III.  "  Hugh  de  Nevill  of  Essex 
Chivaler  &  Robert  de  Rotisey  in  Burwell." 

This  is,  I  take  it,  the  Hugh  the  younger,  of  the  Close  Roll.  Evidently 
Hugh  the  elder  had  heirs  male  of  some  sort.  Foss,  in  his  "  British 
Judges,"  says  that  the  descendants  of  Henry,  son  of  Hugh  the  Big, 
were  the  Essex  family,  while  he  makes  the  children  of  a  younger  John 
to  be  Hugh,  John  and  Theobald  (of  Writtle  ?),  who  would  possibly 
be  the  heirs  male  referred  to,  but  this  pedigree  he  probably  got  from 
Dugdale. 

At  any  rate,  when  John,  Lord  Nevill  of  Essex,  died  in  1358,  St. 
James'  Day,  it  was  reported  in  the  Inquisition  (No.  1,  32  Edward  111), 
"  also  they  say  that  the  aforesaid  John  de  Nevill  died  on  the  Feast  of 
Saint  James  last  past  to  wit  on  the  25th  of  July,  and  that  William 
son  of  John  the  elder  of  Sylam  is  cousin  of  the  aforesaid  John  and  is 
next  heir  of  the  blood  of  the  said  John  and  is  of  the  age  of  21  years 
and  more." 

So  far  so  good  ;  this  was  in  1358,  but  in  the  De  Banco  Roll  of  47 
Edward  III,  Easter,  iri.  604,  appears  at  London,  "John  de  Nevill 
Chivaler  &  Ralph  de  Ferreres  Chivaler  &  John  Pert  Chivaler  400  m. 
debt,  and  the  same  &  Alexander  Manelerlv  &  William  de  Howeton 
£40  debt  ." 

Who  this  John  was  is  shewn  by  the  following: — De  Banco  Roll, 
Mich.  48  Edward  III,  in.  035,  dorso.  "John  son  and  heir  of  Hugh 
de  Nevill  and  cousin  and  heir  of  John  de  Nevill  of  Essex  acknowledges 
a  deed  for  enrollment  dated  Thursday  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Symond, 
47  Edward  III,  setting  forth  that  the  said  John  son  and  heir  of  Hugh 
de  Nevill  and  cousin  and  heir  of  John  de  Nevill  of  Essex,  releases  and 
quitclaims  to  Johanna  de  Bohun,  Countess  of  Hereford,  Essex  and 
Northampton  the  manor  of  Wakeryng  in  the  Hundred  of  Rochford 
in  co.  Essex." 

The  said  John,  son  of  Hugh  de  Nevill,  also  by  another  deed  gives 
to  Alesia,  late  the  wife  of  John  de  Nevill,  miles,  his  uncle,  whose  heir 
he  is,  for  the  term  of  her  life  the  manors  of  Wethersfield,  Chygenhale 
Tony,  Chygenhall  Zoin,  Enthorp,  Langham,  Peldon  Magna,  Totham, 
co.  Essex,  and  the  reversion  of  the  manor  of  Southstoke,  and  a  messuage 
called  Leadenhall  in  London,  one  messuage  and  one  carucate  of 
land  in  Pentelowe  with  the  advowson  of  the  Abbie  of  Byleigh. 

The  puzzle  now  comes  in  :  how  is  it  that  the  Inquisition  says 
nothing  of  either  of  these  brothers  of  John  of  Essex,  not  to  mention 
.John,  the  son  of  Hugh?  •  Surely  Alice  Lady  Nevill  must  have  known 
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of  them  ;  and  even  if  settled  at  Sylam  near  Diss,  the  cousins  must 
have  known  of  each  others  existence.

A  Genealogical  and  Heraldic  History  of  the  Landed  Gentry 
of  Great  Britain.  By  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  Ulster  King  of  Arms, 
and  Ashworth  P.  Burke.  Eleventh  Edition.  London  (Harrison  <t 
Sons),  1906. 

Burke's  Landed  Gentry  has  long  been  a  standard  work,  and  let  us 
say  at  once,  deservedly  so.  A  book  of  this  kind  is  indispensable 
to  the  general  public,  who  have  little  time  or  inclination  to  study  the 
records  of  past  ages,  and  even  the  skilled  genealogist  owes  more  than 
he  is  himself  aware  to  the  publications  of  the  late  Sir  Bernard 
Burke.     We  fully  realize  the  great  labour  which  the  enormous  mass 
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of  details  dealt  with  in  the  Landed  Gentry  involve,  and  are  anxious 
to  give  every  credit  to  M  r.  Ash  worth  Burke  for  his  painstaking 
and  highly  satisfactory  performance  of  what  must  he  a  most  difficult 
task.  Having  said  this  much,  we  must  not  refrain  from  alluding 
to  that  which  lias  always  been  the  drawback  to  what  would  otherwise 
be  a  work  of  monumental  importance,  namely,  the  wholesale  accept- 
ance by  successive  editors  of  any  fables,  however  improbable,  that 
may  be  sent  to  them,  with  little  or  no  attempt  to  test  by 
evidences  the  allegations  made.  True  it  is  that  "  the  more  precise 
and  critical  methods  of  modern  research,"  alluded  to  in  the 
Preface,  have  necessitated  the  addition  of  some  qualification 
to  the  insertion  of  these  picturesque  and  romantic  taradiddles, 
as  if  tne  editor  had  his  tongue  in  his  cheek  the  while.  Instances 
might  be  given  galore,  but  we  have  space  for  a  few  only,  which 
we  take  haphazard,  the  italics  being,  of  course,  our  own.  "  The 
family  of  Aglionby  is  said  to  have  been  established  in  Cumberland 
by  one  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Conquest,,  and  to  be  descended  from 
Walter  de  Aguilon,  who  accompanied  Kanulph  do  Meschines  into 
that  county,  and  lixing  his  residence  there,  called  it  Aguilon's  or 
Aglionby  s  Building."  The  Aikmans  of  Forfarshire  "derive  their 
origin,  it  is  said,  from  a  lieutenant  in  MaoduiFs  army,  who  plucked 
an  oak  (or  aik)  bough,"  etc.  Under  "  Fetlierstonhaugh  of  11  op  ton 
Court,"  "  The  Urst  of  the  Fet  herston  family  who  settled  on  the 
Tyne  .  .  .  is  stated  to  have  been  a  chief  of  those  Saxons  who 
landed  about  the  beginning  of  the  8th  century."  The  Haggards 
of  Bradenham,  with  an  imagination  worthy  of  a  race  which  has 
produced  the  brilliant  author  of  "  King  Solomon's  Mines,"  claim 
descent  from  Sir  Andrew  Ogard  or  Agard,  "a  scion  of  a  most  dis- 
tinguished family  in  Denmark,"  naturalized  II  Henry  VI.  The 
Margessons,  who  have  long  been  comparatively  small  landowners 
in  Surrey  and  Sussex,  are  not  derived,  as  we  should  have  expected, 
from  a  son  of  some  forgotten  Marjory,  but  are  "  stated  to  have 
been  originally  named  Argenson,  and  to  have  come  from  France 
and  settled  in  Surrey,  where  they  acquired  lands  in  or  about  the 
year  1180."  hi  the  next  sentence  a  Peter  d'Argenson,  whose 
parents  were  married  in  1499  (mark  the  dates  !),  "  is  said  to 
have  settled  in  England  ;  from  him  derived  descent  the  Margesson 
family  of  Wootton  and  Ockley,  Surrey." 

In  a  few  instances,  however,  notwithstanding  "  the  more  precise 
and  critical  methods  of  modern  research,"  romantic  legends  of 
doubtful  accuracy  are  still  introduced  with  no  hesitation  whatever, 
as  in  the  case  of  the;  extraordinary  career  of  Sir  John  Carington, 
born  1371,  who,  not  content  with  a  change  of  surname,  adopted  a 
new  coat  of  arms  as  well,  and  whose  supposed  descendants  were 
for  some  centuries,  owing  to  the  machinations  of  a  wicked  uncle 
of  Sir  John's,  obliged  to  put  up  with  the  plebeian  cognomen  of 
Smith  or  Smyth.  But  perhaps  the  most,  astonishing  assertion  of 
this  kind  occurs  under  the  pedigree  of  Donnithorne,  where  one 
Nicholas  Donnithorne  of  St.  Agnes,  Cornwall,  and  also,  though 
not  so  stated  here,  a  wine  merchant  in  London,  who  died  1 79G, 
is  said  to  have  married  "Anna,  dau.  of  Thomas  Coinyn  of  Barking, 
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Essex,  lineal  descendant  and  representative  (sic)  of  the  Corny ns  of 
Badenoch  and  the  lied  Corny n."  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  would, 
we  believe,  be  difficult  to  prove  that  the  Thomas  Corny  n  in  question 
had  a  drop  of  Scottish  blood  in  his  veins.  The  fabled  Mahun  llusid 
still  appears  as  ancestor  of  the  JMc  Mickings,  who  are  still  designated 
of  Killantringan. 

From  time  to  time  efforts  halve  been  made  in  The  Genealogist 
to  point  out  errors  in  previous  editions  of  the  Landed  Gentry. 
Mr.  J.  H.  Hound,  in  JV.S.,  vol.  xi,  pp.  129-131,  called  attention 
to  the  inflated  account  of  the  Trotters  of  Byers  Mall  which  appeared 
in  the  1863  and  1891  editions,  and  also  challenged  the  right  of 
that  family  to  the  numerous  quartering^  claimed  by  its  then  repre- 
sentative ;  but  both  pedigree  and  arms  remain  in  substantially  the 
same  condition  in  1906.  More  recently  (^Y.*b'.,  vol.  xx,  pp.  217-221) 
Mr.  Walter  C.  lienshaw,  Iv.C,  in  an  article  on  the  Sussex  family 
of  Scrase,  proved  the  lineal  descent  of  Mr.  Scrase-l)ickins  from 
Tuppen  Scrase,  to  whom  Segar  granted  a  crest  in  1616,  to  be  quite 
untrue — nevertheless  the  same  descent  is  still  alleged. 

Notwithstanding  that  a  huge  number  of  pedigrees  have,  somewhat 
without  good  reason,  as  we  think,  been  removed  from  the  present 
work  to  the  Landed  Gentry  of  Ire/and,  this  edition  is  even  more 
bulky  than  its  predecessors,  and  the  leader  cannot  help  reflecting 
that  a  large  number  of  the  families  treated  of  within  its  covers 
can  scarcely  with  truth  be  said  to  belong,  as  the  Preface  boldly 
asserts,  "to  the  untitled  nobility  of  this  country." 

The  heraldry  of  (ho  volume  has  been  arranged  on  no  very 
scientific  plan.  In  many  cases  families  lawfully  entitled  to  coat 
armour  are  left  without  mention  of  (heir  insignia,  while  others 
whose  right  would  probably  be  disputed  by  the  College  of  Arms 
are  allowed  to  display  at  their  own  sweet  will  whatever  bearings 
have  to  themselves  seemed  best.  In  the  case  of  the  Harleys,  now 
of  Brampton  Bryan,  the  quarterings  of  the  extinct  Earls  of  Oxford 
are  allowed,  though  in  the  text  the  connexion  with  thai  noble 
house  is  declared  no!  yel  lo  have  been  established.  The  illustrations, 
which  are  chielly  taken  from  book  plates,  a  novel  and  not  altogether 
satisfactory  arrangement,  often  possess  much  artistic  merit,  and  are 
a  great  improvement  upon  those  which  annually  appear  in  Burke's 
Peerage,  but  considerable  ignorance  of  the  laws  of  heraldry  is 
sometimes  displayed,  the  arms  being  in  many  cases  surrounded  with 
a  garter,  and  a  crest  occasionally  depicted  by  itself  without  any 
coat  of  arms. 

The  Origin  and  Early  History  of  the  Family  of  Poe  or  Poe, 
with  full  pedigrees  of  the  [risk  branch  of  the  family  and 

A   DISCUSSION   OF  THE  TRUE    ANCESTRY    OF    EDGAR  ALLAN   PoE,  THE 

American  poet.  By  Sir  ISdmund  Thomas  Bewley,  M.A.,  LL.D. 
Dublin  (Ponsonby  and  Gibbs). 

Setting  out  with  the  object  of  discovering  the  origin  of  the  family 
of  Poe  or  Poe,  which  has  been  settled  in  Ireland  since  the  period 
of  the  plantation  of  Ulster,  and  which  has  long  held  an  established 
position  among  Irish    county   families,   the  author   has,    without  a 
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single  clue  to  guide  him  and  solely  by  a  thorough  and  patient 
investigation  of  public  records,  been  able  to  trace  the  English  home 
of  the  race.  At  the  same  time  he  has  disproved  the  rather  foolish 
theory  of  a  foreign  origin  which  has  found  its  way  into  Burke's 
Landed  (limtvy  of  Ireland  and  other  works.  The  patriarch  of  the 
family,  Anthony  Poe  of  Papplewiek,  a  Nottinghamshire  yeoman,  turns 
out  to  have  been  a  kinsman  of  I>r.  Leonard  Poe,  Physician  of  the 
household  of  James  I  and  Charles  I,  whose  funeral  certificate  is 
preserved  in  the  College  of  Arms,  and  of  whom  there  is  an  account 
in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Bioyra-phy.  The  career  of  his  eldest 
son  William  Poe,  a  Major  in  the  Parliamentary  Army  in  England 
during  the  Civil  War,  who  obtained  lands  in  County  Tyrone,  is 
very  ably  described,  and  brings  graphically  before  us  the  constant 
litigation  which  raged  between  the  settlers  and  their  attempts  by 
underhand  methods  to  enlist  the  aid  of  influential  persons  about 
the  Knglish  Court  in  their  selfish  schemes.  At  the'  end  of  the  volume 
clearly  compiled  tabular  pedigrees  give  the  descent  of  the  different 
branches  of  the  family  settled  in  Ireland.  But  the  work  has  a 
secondary  purpose,  and  for  his  efforts  to  trace  the  real  ancestry  of 
Ivlgar  Allan  I'oe,  so  well  known  as  the  author  of  "The  Kaven," 
Sir  ftdmund  Hew  ley  deserves  the  gratitude  of  all  Knglish  and 
American  admirers  of  that  poet.  Poe  was  also  of  Irish  descent, 
though  not  it  appeal's  of  the  same  stock  as  the  socially  more  im- 
portant descendants  of  the  Papplewiek  yeoman.  Greater  rodo- 
mantade  lias  rarely  found  its  way  into  print  than  the  traditions  as 
to  his  origin  which  have  been  repeated  by  one  biographer  after 
another,  and  which  have  now  been  happily  exploded.  Incidentally 
the  examination  into  Poe's  ancestry  has  led  to  a  suggestion  of  some 
importance,  namely,  that  the  name  Poe  is  but  a  variant  of  Powell 
or  Powle,  and  the  evidence  by  which  (his  theory  is  backed  is  well 
worthy  of  the  attention  of  students  of  the  origin  of  surnames. 

A  History  of  the  Family  of  Caiknes  ok  Cairns,  and  its  con- 
nections.    By  H.  C  Lawlor.    London  (Elliot  Stock). 

This  work,  though  primarily  concerning  the  different  families  of 
this  name,  cannot  fail  to  be  of  great  general  interest,  as  in  addition 
to  pedigrees  of  families  descended  from  the  main  stock  in  the  female 
as  well  the  male  line,  such  as  Bellingham,  Donaldson,  Finlay,  Gregg, 
Hamilton,  Kennedy,  Maxwell,  and  Westenra,  there  are  five  appendices 
giving  short  accounts  of  the  Elliots,  Montgomeries  of  Lisduff,  Bally- 
magowan,  Moores,  and  Lawlors 

Distinguished  by  their  upright  and  honourable  lives  from  early 
times,  it  is  interesting  to  note  with  how  many  of  the  most  noteworthy 
historical  characters  of  Scotland  and  Ireland  the  Cairns  family, 
though  not  one  of  first  rate  importance,  have  been  associated  from 
early  times  to  the  present  day. 

Master  Alexander  de  Carnys,  Provost  of  Lincluden,  was  the  friend 
of  Archibald,  Earl  of  Douglas,  and  his  tomb,  near  t  hat  of  the  Princess 
Margaret,  Countess  of  Douglas,  was  discovered  during  the  excavations, 
in  1882,  of  Lincluden  Abbey. 

John  Cairnes,   reader  in  St.  Giles  Church  and  assistant  to  John 
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Knox,  when  asked  to  publish  the  banns  of  marriage  between  Mary, 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  Both  well,  "did  simply  refuse,"  and  many 
incidents  of  political  and  national  importance  are  narrated  in  w  hich 
a  Cairns  played  a  part. 

The  direct  representatives  of  this  ancient  family  are  the  Crichtons, 
one  of  whom  married  the  heiress  of  Cairns  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
fourteenth  century,  but  the  male  line  was  continued  till  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  through  a  younger  son  who  is  now 
represented  by  Baron  Rossmore. 

Mr.  Lawlor  has  not  been  successful  in  connecting  the  two  best 
known  families  of  Cairns  of  the  present  day  with  the  ancient  stock, 
though  lie  has  added  two  generations  to  Burke's  pedigree  of  Earl 
Cairns  and  traced  the  family  settled  at  Paisley  back  to  about  the 
same  period. 

The  earlier  pedigrees  are  substantiated  by  satisfactory  evidence  to 
which  reference  is  given  in  footnotes,  but  there  is  a  lack  of  such 
references  in  later  times,  which  so  often  prove  the  stumbling  block 
to  many  existing  families. 

We  are  glad  of  the  corrections  of  an  inaccurate  pedigree  in  Ulster 
Office,  and  of  the  pedigree  of  the  Cairns  Baronets,  which  runs  through 
the  Baronetages  previous  to  G.  E.G.  The  least  satisfactory  portion 
of  the  work  is  the  chapter  on  the  armorial  bearings,  the  official 
authority  for  which  seems  to  be  nil]  except  a  confirmation  by 
Ulster  of  arms  which  had  been  in  use  for  150  years.  We  trust 
that  Mr.  Lawlor  is  incorrect  in  stating  that  the  arms  of  Cairnes  of 
Cults  are  registered  in  Ulster  Office  as  ''Argent,  three  martlets 
Gules,  within  a  bordure  Or." 

It  would  have  been  better  had  surnames  been  inserted  in  the 
narrative  pedigrees  ;  and  we  must  protest  against  the  loose  sense 
in  which  the  words  "records"  and   "recorded"  are  used. 

The  excellent  illustrations,  and  reproductions  of  old  portraits,  and 
last  but  not  least  a  complete  index,  greatly  enhance  the  value 
of  this  carefully  written  and  well  arranged  book. 

H  krai, me  Badges.     By  Arthur  Charles  Lo\-Davies.     London  (John 
Lane). 

The  late  Mr.  Planche  remarked  in  his  charming  heraldic  work 
"The  Pursuivant  of  Arms,"  which,  however,  is  not  referred  to  here, 
"  that  whilst  scores  of  volumes  have  been  written  respecting  the 
armorial  shields  of  the  sovereigns,  barons  and  knights  of  England, 
no  author  has  treated,  critically,  the  subject  of  Badges."  Mr.  Fox- 
Davies  has  now  taken  up  the  subject  and,  although  we  are  left 
very  much,  on  the  whole,  where  we  were  before,  an  attempt 
has  been  made  by  him  to  .critically  examine  the  origin,  use 
and  inheritance  of  the  badge.  With  some  of  the  theories  he  pro- 
pounds we  are  unable  to  agree,  as  for  instance  his  derivation  of  the 
Sunburst,  which  he  is  convinced  "is  nothing  more  than  an  attempt  to 
pictorial ly  represent  the  name  '  Windsor  '  by  depicting  '  winds  '  of 
'or.'"  hi  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  Portcullis  he  says  that  the 
suggestion,  which  it  may  be  remembered  is  mentioned  in  Woodward 
and  Burnett's  "  Heraldry,"  "  that  it  w  as  a  pun  on  the  name  Tudor 
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(i.e,  two-door)  is  confirmed  by  the  motto,  'Altera  securitas,'  which 
was  used  with  it,"  but  at  the  same  time  he  admits  that  this  suggestion 
is  vitiated  on  aceount  of  its  use  by  the  Beauforts,  who  had  no  Tudor 
descent.  We  trust  no  future  writer  on  this  subject  will  refer  to  this 
painful  pun  again,  which  by  the  way  we  recollect  the  late  Mr.  Toole 
making  on  the  .stage  many  years  ago,  for  the  very  good  reason  that 
the  badge  in  question  must  have  come  to  the  Tudors  from  the 
Beauforts.  Edmund,  Duke  of  {Somerset,  uncle  of  Edmund  Tudor's 
wife,  certainly  used  it. 

The  most  interesting  part  of  Mr.  Fox-Davies'  essay  is  that  devoted 
to  Standards,  and  his  views,  which  differ  somewhat  from  other 
writers,  are  worth  noting.  Judging  from  what  lie  has  brought 
togetheT,  it  is  clear  thai  a  more  comprehensive  work  might  be  issued, 
which  should  contain  references  to  the  sources  from  which  any 
information  may  be  derived,  and  an  enlarged  compilation  of  Badges, 
with  the  illustrations,  where  necessary,  in  the  list  instead  of  in  the 
introductory  text.  Sometimes  there  may  be  some  doubt  as  to  the 
proper  description  of  a  badge,  as  for  example  that  of  Sir  Andrew 
Wyndesore,  here  described  as  "  A  stag's  head  eouped,"  which  on 
referring  to  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Foster's  illustrations  of  the  Standards 
in  the  College  of  Arms,  will  be  found  to  be  almost  affrontee,  whereas 
the  description  leads  us  to  suppose  it  was  in  profile.  We  mention 
this  particular  case  as  we  believe  it  was  used  affrontee,  but  there 
may  be  other  badges  which  might  be  illustrated  with  advantage. 
The  volume  is  a  handy  and  useful  little  work  and  quite  an  addition 
to  books  on  heraldic  lore. 

Parish  Register  Society  of  Dublin,  vol.  i.  The  Registers  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Dublin,  1619—1699.  Edited  by 
James  Mills.     Dublin  (printed  by  Alex.  Thorn  &  Co.). 

The  Parish  Register  Society  of  Dublin  has  made  a  wise  choice 
in  the  selection  of  these  interesting  registers  as  the  first  volume 
of  its  publications,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  excellent  work 
thus  commenced  may  obtain  sufficient  support  from  the  public  to 
ensure  the  lasting  success  of  the  Society.  The  registers  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  commence  in  February  1619-20,  earlier,  as  we  are 
reminded  in  the  Preface,  than  any  other  extant  parish  registers  in 
Ireland  and  fourteen  years  before  the  Canons  of  1634  rendered 
such  records  compulsory  in  that  country.  In  1643  Prebendary 
Dudley  Boswell  began  to  arrange  the  entries  alphabetically,  a  very 
early  date  for  such  an  arrangement,  which  was  continued  after  his 
death  until  1658.  In  Appendix  i  are  given  entries  from  the  church- 
wardens' accounts  of  burials  which  by  some  accident  were  omitted 
from  the  registers,  and  Appendix  Jl  contains  very  useful  lists  (of 
parishioners  compiled  originally  for  the  levy  of  parish  cess.  English 
genealogists  may  perhaps  think  that  I  rish  registers  can  concern  them 
little,  but  this  would  be  a  great  mistake,  for  members  of  English 
families  frequently  repaired  to  Ireland,  either  to  settle  there  or  for 
purposes  of  trade,  and  this  district  of  Dublin  contained  a  number 
of  inns  where  strangers  were  wont  to  tarry  during  their  stay  in 
the  Irish  capital.     Many  Well  known  names  occur  in  the  registers, 
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e.<j.,  Angier,  Annesley,  Dillon,  Loftus,  Osbaldoston,  Plunket  and 
PonsOnby.  An  interesting  entry  is  that  on  p.  28,  which  records  the 
baptism  in  June  1037  of  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Edmonds,  Secretary 
to  Sti-allbid  when  Lord  Deputy.  The  burial  of  .John  Atlierton, 
Bishop  of  Waterford,  5  Dec.  10 10,  appears  on  p.  38.  Tlio  two 
children  of  John  "  lOdchingham,"  Jane  and  Osburne,  baptized  1610 
and  1649,  lit  into  the  pedigree  of  that  branch  of  the  Echingham 
family  given  in  the  notes  on  Barshani  recently  appearing  in  this 
magazine  (N.S.  vol.  xxii,  p.  54).  It  only  remains  to  express  our 
admiration  of  the  careful  way  in  which  these  important  registers 
have  been  edited  and  indexed. 

II addon,'*  Tiiii  Manor,  the  Hall,  its  Lords  and  Traditions.  By 
(t.    Le  Blanc  Smith.      London  (Elliot  Stock). 

Haddon  Hall  has  been  the  subject  of  countless  magazine  and 
newspaper  articles,  generally  forgotten  almost  as  soon  as  read,  and 
of  not  a  few  dry -as-dust  guide  books,  but  with  the  exception  of 
Hayner's  well  Known  work,  there  is,  we  believe,  no  historical  account 
of  this  ancient  mansion,  so  that,  this  volume  with  its  attractive 
binding  and  numerous  illustrations  should  receive  a  cordial  welcome. 
Mr.  Le  Blanc  Smith  in  a  preliminary  sketch  of  the  pedigree  of  the 
Vernons  deduces  them  from  the  ancient  Earls  of  Devon,  for  which 
descent  he  produces  no  evidence.  He  is  on  firmer  ground  when 
he  discusses  the  break  in  the  male  line  of  the  family  by  the 
marriage  of  A  vice  or  Hawys  de  Vernon  with  Gilbert  le  Franeeis. 
Many  years  ago  in  a  pedigree  from  De  Banco  Roll,  4  Edward  II, 
m.  212,  contributed  either  to  the  Reliquary  or  the  Antiquary,  and 
since  reprinted  in  his  "  Pedigrees  from  the  Plea  Polls,"  p.  534, 
Genera]  Wrottesley  commented  upon  the  importance  of  this  descent 
from  le  Franceis.  That  the  Vernon  pedigree  as  it  appears  in 
Collins  and  other  Peerages  is  not  satisfactory  has  long  been 
suspected  by  genealogists,  but  the  last  word  on  this  subject  has 
probably  not  yet  been  said,  and  the  whole  pedigree  evidently 
requires  further  investigation.  On  p.  21,  the  writer  just  before 
drawing  attention  to  a  "  terrible  mistake  "  made  by  the  late  Mr. 
Llewellyn  Jewitt,  falls  into  one  still  more  terrible,  by  confusing 
the  John  Vernon,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Henry  Vernon,  who  died 
12  Aug.  1477  and  was  buried  at  Bakewell,  with  Sir  Henry's  later 
born  son  of  the  same  christian  name,  who  subsequently  to  18  Jan. 
1513-14,  the  date  of  his  father's  will,  married  Ellen  Montgomery, 
the  heiress  of  Sudbury.  Feminine  leaders  will  doubtless  be  distressed 
at  the  ruthless  destruction  of  the  romantic  story  of  Dorothy 
Vernon's  marriage,  which  has  for  so  long  added  to  the  charm 
of  Haddon  Hall.  Antiquaries  will  appreciate  the  selections  from 
the  Stewards'  Accounts  1549  to  167!,  transcrihed  by  the  late 
Mr.  W.  A.  Carrington,  and  here  published  by  consent  of  the  late 
Duke  of  Rutland.  The  illustrations,  which  are  from  photographs 
taken  by  the  author,  are  very  successful  and  include  a  portrait  of 
the  famous  Dorothy  from  the  elligy  on  her  tomb,  hardly  a  Mattering 
one,  unless  the  tradition  of  her  grace  and  beauty  be  us  false  as 
that  of   her  runaway  marriage. 
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The  Inscriptions  in  the  Old  British  Cemetery  of  Leghorn, 
trim  scribed  by  Gery  Milner-Gibson-Culluni,  F.S.A.,  and  the  late 
Francis  Campbell  Maeau'ley.  With  an  Introduction,  by  Mont- 
gomery Carmichael,  British  Vice-Consul  at  Leghorn.  Leghorn 
(llaffaello  Giusti). 

The  greater  part  of  these  inscriptions  have  already  appeared  in 
print,  having  been  some  years  ago  contributed  by  the  transcribers 
to  "  Miscellanea  Genealogica  et  Herald ica  "  (Third  Series,  vols,  ii,  iv). 
They  have  now  been  reprinted  with  a  most  instructive  introduction 
and  explanatory  footnotes  by  Mr.  Carmichael,  who  in  order  to  make 
the  work  complete,  has  added  the  inscriptions  which  commemorate 
foreigners  who  have  been  buried  within  the  Cemetery.  It  is 
surprising  how  many  members  of  the  British  and  Irish  aristocracy 
have  been  interred  here,  a  considerable  portion  of  whom,  especially 
during  the  last  century,  died  at  Florence,  and  many  English 
merchants  also  found  a  last  resting  place  at  Leghorn.  The  most 
interesting  tomb  is  that  of  Tobias  Smollett,  though,  as  Mr. 
Carmichael  points  out,  the  date  of  the  historian's  death  is  wrongly 
given  upon  it.  A  list  of  the  older  monuments  still  remaining 
in  the  Cemetery  is  contained  in  the  introduction,  the  earliest  being 
that  of  Leonard,  son  of  Sir  Dudley  Digges,  who  died  in  1646. 
Many  of  the  tombs  have  coats  of  arms  upon  them,  most  of  which 
were  fortunately  decipherable  when  the  inscriptions  were  copied. 
Mr.  Carmichael  informs  us  in  his  Introduction  that  the  Chapel 
Registers  1707  — 1824  are  in  existence,  and  that  he  hopes  to  edit 
them,  an  intention  which  we  trust  will  be  shortly  fulfilled,  for 
they  cannot  fail  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  genealogists.

Lawkenck  of  [Jppur  Stondon,  Bedfordshire. — The  following 
notes  have  been  compiled  with  the  aid  of  the  Bishop's  transcripts, 
the  earliest  register  preserved  at  Upper  Stondon  beginning  in 
1683:— 

I.    Thomas  Lawrence,  rector  of  Upper  Stondon,  signs  the  tran- 
scripts in  1(H)!  ;  buried  5  Oct,   Mil  I. 

II.  Charles  Lawrence  (Lawrauce),  educated  at  Westend,  in  the 
parish  of  Southill,  under  Mr.  John  Carter  for  about  seven 
years,  was  admitted  11  June  1610,  aged  18,  scholar  litt. 
</rat.  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  then  de- 
scribed as  son  of  Thomas  Lawrence,  clerk,  rector  of  Standon 
(fir),  Beds.  Charles  Lawrence  became  rector  of  Upper 
Stondon  ;  he  signs  the  transcripts  in  1615  and  25  March 
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1641.  Charles  Lawrence  married  firstly,  at  Cardington, 
24  Jan.   1616-17,  Martha  Barnardiston,  and  had  issue:  — 

(i.)  Margaret,  bap.  21  Sep.  1617. 

(ii.)  John,  hap.  15  Feb.   1(518-19;  bur.  21  July  1629. 

(iii.)  Elizabeth,  bap.  1  Jan.  1621-2;  bur.  21  Sep.  1631. 

(iv.)  Matthew,  bap.  4  March  1626-7  ;  bur.  23  Sep.  1631. 

(v.)  Thomas  (III), 

(vi.)  Charles,  bur.  4  Sep.  1631. 

Martha    Lawrence    was    buried    26    Sep.     1631.  Charles 
Lawrence  married  secondly,  at   Upper  Stondon,    16  Dec. 
*  1632,  Mary  Allen,  and  had  issue  : — 

(i.)    Bridget  bap.  3  March  1638^39. 

(ii)  and  (iii.)     Matthew  and  Charles,  both  bap.  3  Jan. 
1610  !  1. 

III.  Thomas  Lawrence,  bap.  25  Dec.  1629;  became  rector  of  Upper 
Stondon;  he  signs  the  transcripts  in  1662.  Administration 
granted  to  Joanna  Lawrence,  relict,  22  Aug.  1679  (Adminis- 
tration Act  Book,  P..C.C.  1679,  fo,  117).  Joane  Lawrence, 
who  was  patroness  of  the  living  of  Upper  Stondon  in  1681 
(Leton,  r/'/trsn n rus),  was  buried  17  March  1692-3.  Thomas 
and  Joanna  Lawrence  had  issue  a  daughter,  .Joanna,  bap. 
2  1  March  166;")  6;  she  apparently  married  Samuel  Leach, 
rector  of  Upper  Stondon,  who  first  signs  the  transcripts  at 
the  end  of  1(586.  (Lawrence,  son  of  Samuel  and  Joanna 
Leach,  bap.   10  Jan.  1687-8.) 

Can  anyone  add  anything  to  this  pedigree'?  It  seems  likely  that 
Charles  Lawrence!  had  other  children  by  his  second  marriage,  but 
the  transcripts  for  the  years  1633  and   1636  are  missing. 

A  John  Laurence,  described  only  as  "of  Bedfordshire,"  was  ad- 
mitted to  Kiumanuel  College,  Cambridge,  6  June  1650,  and  graduated 
15. A.  in  1653.  It  seems  possible  that  he  was  a  son  of  Charles 
Lawrence  of  Upper  Stondon,  but  the  name  of  Lawrence  is  not  un- 
common in  Bedfordshire.  A  John,  son  of  John  Lawrence,  was 
baptized  at  Harlingtoti  9  Oct.  1(531.  Another  John,  son  of  Thomas 
Lawrence,  was  baptized  at  Hawnes  (Hay nes)    12  Aug.  1632.

Parry  and  Halley  Families.— During  the  past  ten  years 
numerous  endeavours  have  been  made  to  establish  the  (former) 
existence  of  a  grand-daughter  of  Dr.  Edmond  Halley  (1656-1742), 
the  famous  second  Astronomer  lloyal  (<•/.  X<>/<'s  and  Queries,  London, 
ninth  series,  vol.  xi,  pp  205  206  ;  16  1).  It  seems  worth  while, 
therefore,  to  record  the  extract  following,  from  the  will  of  Sybilla 
Halley,  widow  of  Ldmund  Halley,  jun.,  surgeon,  U.N.,  who  was  the 
only  maturing  son  of  Dr.  E.   Halley  (1656-1742):  — 
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"  Sybilla  Halley  of  the  parish  of  East  Greenwich,  in  the  county 
of  Kent,  widow."  To  granddaughter  Sybilla  Parry,  all  wearing 
apparel.  To  good  friend  Catherine  Beaumont  wife  of  John 
Beaumont  of  l^ast  Greenwich,  lighterman,  a  ring.  Remainder  of 
♦•state,  real  and  personal,  equally  to  granddaughters  Sybilla  Parry 
and  Sarah  Parry  (Sarah  Pari}'  under  age).  Sybilla  Parry  and 
Catherine  Beaumont,  executors.  Will  dated  May  1,  1771. 
Witnesses  :  Thomas  Friend,  John  Woodhani,  William  Munro. 
Proved  P.C.C.,  Nov.  13,  1772,  by  Sybilla  Parry,  power  being  reserved 
to  Catherine  Beaumont.      [Ex.   Register  Taverner,  folio  406.] 

For  the  foregoing  extract,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Ralph  J. 
Beevor,   M  A.,  of  St.   Albans,   who  remarks  that  :— 

"  The  will  establishes  the  fact  .  .  .  that  the  astronomer  Edmorid 
Halley  had  grandchildren  (or  a  grandchild)  and  great  grand- 
children. On  the  other  hand,  the  inference  from  the  will  is  that 
Sybilla  Halley  had  but  one  daughter  who  married  and  that  this 
daughter  married  a  Barry.  There  may  of  course  have  been  more 
daughters  than  one  and  the  old  lady  in  making  her  will  may 
have  thought  it  necessary  only  to  make  provision  for  the  two 
orphan  (?)  grandchildren  w  ho  remained  with  her." 

If  there  was  only  the  one  daughter,  is  it  not  possible  that  she 
may  have  had  a  former  husband  wdio  died,  and  that,  later,  she 
married  (secondly)  a  Parry? 

Extensive  "  Extracts  from  British  Archives  on  the  family  of 
Halley"  were  printed  in  the  Mayaziite  of  History,  New  York,  l'JOG.

Among  the  alliances  made  by  the  family  of  Cary  (which,  after 
the  accession  of  their  cousin  Elizabeth  to  the  throne  of  England, 
were,  io\  the  most  part,  very  illustrious)  is  that,  in  or  shortly 
before  1609,  of  Sir  Philip  Oaky,  of  Hunslet,  near  Leeds,  co. 
York,  and  of  Gadding  ton,  Beds,  brother  of  the  1st  Viscount 
Falkland  [S.],  with  Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Richard  Bland,  of 
Carleton,  in  the  parish  of  Rothwell,  co.  York.  'The  place  of  this 
Richard  in  the  wide  spreading  family  of  Bland,  of  Kippax  and 
elsewhere  in  Yorkshire  (of  which  he  probably  was  a  member),  has 
not  been  ascertained,  neither  has  the  name  of  his  child's  mother, 
who  probably  was  not  Dorothy,  his  surviving  wife,  who  disputed 
the  validity  of  his  will,  in  which  she  got  but  little,  while  his 
grandsons  were  the  principal  and  residuary  legatees.  An  abstract 
(made  Fob.  1903  by  A.  Gibbons,  F.S.A.,  He  worth  Green,  York) 
of  this  will  (registered  at  Pontefract,  co.   York)  is  as  under:  — 

RICHARD  BLAND,  of  Carleton,  Gent.,  dat.  29  April  1624. 
To  wife  Dorothy  £200,  also  my  best  bed  with  sheets  and  linen  ; 
also  another  bed  for  her  maid  to  lit;  on;  also  10  waggon  loads 
of  coal  yearly  for  life  from  my  coal  pits  in  Rodwell  [  Rothwell]. 
I  direct  my  son  in  law  Slit  Philip  Calm:,  Knt.,  to  preside  for 
the  payment  of  a  rent  of  40s.  a  year  for  ever  to  the  poor  of 
Rodwell  |  Rothwell]  out  of  the  lands  of  Rodwell  settled  upon  him 
and  his  late  wife,  my  daughter,  and  he  to  convey  to  the  Vicar 
and  Churchwardens  of  Rodwell  a  little  close  and  cottage;  in  Car- 
leton for  the  habitation  of  two  aged  persons  of  the  parish  of 
Rodwell.  To  Michael  Booth,  my  said  wife's  son  in  law,  £'20  ;  to 
Francis,  wife  of  Edward  Scolks,  ,'£D  ;  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Monsieur 
NICHOLAS,  servant  to  said  Sir  Philip  Cauik,  and  sister  of  said 
Francis,  .£10;  to  William  Sinolkton,  son  of  Henry  Singleton, 
£20,  and  he  to  have  all  my  apparel  ;  to  Marie  Singleton,  Bettrice 
Singleton,  and  Ann  Singleton,  his  sisters,  £10  each.  Residue  to 
my  grandchildren  Edward  and  Philip  Carie,  the  sons  of  my  late 
only  daughter,  Lady  Elizabeth  Carie,  and  they  to  be  executors. 
Sir  Thomas  Savill,  of  Howley,  Knt.,  and  Hugh  Cressie,  of  Wake 
field,  Esq.,  to  be  supervisors,  and  each  of  them  to  have  a  gold 
piece  of  22  shillings  to  buy  a  ring  in  token  of  my  love.  Wit 
nesses,  Hugh  C  HESS  IK,  Thomas  HiiRKFOHTH,  Edward  DONWELL, 
Mark  Cooper,  John  Hawley.  [No  record  of  any  probate.]  Caveat 
25  Jan.  162  l/f>  on  behalf  of  Dorothy  Bland,  widow,  the  relict  of 
the  deceased  Richard  Bland,  of  Carlton   [Carleton],  in  the  parish 
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of  I  tod  well  [Rothwell],  Gent.  [Pohtefract  Act  Hook,  vol.  xxxviii, 
537  (1(524- — 1025),  in  York   I  legist  ry.  ) 

Very  little  notice  has  been  taken  of  this  Sir  Philip  Gary  or  his 
descendants,  the  best  account  being  in  an  article  entitled  "  Cauy, 
Viscounts  Falkland,"1  written  [1865-66]  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
James  Robinson,  M.A.,  sonietiine  Vicar  of  Horsham,  Sussex,  which, 
when  more  fully  expanded,  is  as  below. 

Silt  PHILIP  CAUY,  brother  of  Henry,  first  Viscount  Falk- 
land [S.],  being  third  and  youngest  sou  of  Sue  Edward  CaRY,  of 
Aldenham,  Herts,  was  born  about  1580;  admitted  to  Gray's  Inn 
(with  his*  brother  Adolphus)  9  Aug.  1590;  matric.  at  Oxford 
(Queen's  Coll.)  20  Feb.  1593/4,  aged  14,  as  "Arm.";  Knighted  at 
Greenwich,  23  .March  1604/5;  M.P.  for  Woodstock,  1614,  1621-22, 
1624-25  and  1025  ;  obtained  in  16 1 2  the  manor  of  Hunslet,  near 
Leeds,  from  his  father,  which  he  sold  to  the  family  of  Fenton  ; 
was  Keeper  of  Marylebone  Park,  Middlesex.  He  married  in  or 
shortl)r  before  1609,  Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Richard  Bland  above- 
named.  She  was  buried  4  Oct.  1623,  at  Aldenham,  where  he  also 
was  buried  16  June  1631.  Admon.,  wherein  he  is  described  as  late 
of  St.  Olave's,  Silver  Street,  London,  granted  4  July  1631  in  C.P.C., 
to  Sir  Edward  Bakhett,  Knt.,  Baron  of  Newbuhoii  [S.],2  and  Sir 
George  Manners,2  of  Fulbeck,  co.  Lincoln,  Knt.,  during  the  minority 
of  John  Caby,  Edward  Caby,  Elizabeth  Caby  and  Ann  Cauy, 
children  of  the  deceased.  Further  admon.  3  Jan.  1634/5  to  John 
Carv,  son  of  deceased,  being  then  of  full  age.  They  had  seven 
children,  viz.  :— 

I.    Mubiel,  bap.  3  May  1610  at  Aldenham;  buried  9  Dec.  1611 
at  Great   Berkhampstead,  Herts. 

ii.    Elizabeth,    bap.    1    May    1611  at    Great  Berkhampstead; 

married,  as  the  first  of  his  four  wives,  about  1631,  Sir 
Humfrey  Bbigges,  second  Baronet  [1641],  of  Haugton, 
Salop  (died  May  1691),  and  died  before  1648,  having 
had  two  children,  Moreton  and  Edward,  both  of  whom 
died  young.

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The  live  remaining  sons,  Edward,  IIknky,  William,  James,  and 
C'Altx  all  died  unmarried  before  1679.  Edward  probably  died  in 
infancy.  Henry  Willoughby,  said  [Oliver's  Antiyua]  to  have  been 
Governor  of  Antigua,  and  to  have  died  there  about  1670,  was

Lord,  by  Ann,  da.  of  Sin  Philip  Oaky,  sister  of  John  Oaky,  of 
Stan  well,  Middlesex,  all  abovenamed ),  was  born  29  April  1673,  and 
by  the  will  (dated  1685  and  proved  1686)  of  the  said  John  Gary, 
her  great  uncle  (in  which  she  is  called  his  "cousin  and  heir")  became 
entitled  to  the  Stan  well  estate,  subject  to  her  marrying  Lord 
Guilford.  This,  however,  she  did  not  do,  but  married  6  Jan. 
1691/2  (Lie.  Vic.  (Jen.  4  Jan.)  the  Hon.  James  Bertie,  second  son 
of  James,  first  Karl  of  Abingdon.  In  consequence  of  this  marriage, 
a  decree  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  1696  gave  her  a  life  interest 
(only)  in  the  estate,  with  reversion  of  the  fee  to  Viscount  Falkland. 
Her  husband,  who  was  born  13  March  1673,  was  many  years  M.P. 
for  Middlesex,  and  died  18  Oct.  1735,  having  survived  her  twenty 
years.  She  died  in  childbirth  of  her  fourteenth  child,  26  Sep.,  and 
was  buried  2  Oct.  1715  at  Stan  well,  when  that  estate  devolved  on 
Viscount  Falkland,  who  alienated  it  in  1720.  On  her  eldest  son, 
however,  Willoughby  Bertie,  who  on  16  June  1743  succeeded  his 
uncle  as  third  Earl  op  Abingdon,  devolved  the  representation  of 
RICHARD  BLAND,  Silt  PHILIP  GABY  and  WILLIAM 
(WILLOUGHBY),  sixth  LORD  WILLOUGHBY  OF  PARHAM 
(the  persons  whose  issue  has  been  above  set  out)  and  still  [1907J 
continues  vested  in  those  Earls.

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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF  COTTIN,  'SETTLED  IN 
ENGLAND,    FROM   ST.   QUENTIN,   IN  FRANCE. 

By  Keith  W.  Murray,  F.S.A. 

The  following  notes  having  been  obtained  at  some  considerable 
trouble,  it  lias  been  suggested  by  the  Editor  that  they  should  be  em- 
bodied in  the  pages  of  The  Genealogist  in  the  hope  that  they  may  be 
of  interest  to  readers  of  this  Magazine.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  however, 
that  they  are  at  present  far  from  being  complete,  but  this  defect  will 
I  trust,  be  remedied  by  others  who  may  have  additional  information 
on  the  subject. 

For  the  extracts  from  French  records  given  below,  I  am  indebted 
to  Mr.  H.  J.  T.  Wood,  who  very  kindly  found  time  to  search 
the  registers  at  St.  Quentin,  when  on  a  visit  to  France  last  autumn, 
and  who  wishes  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kindly  help  given  him 
by  M.  Alfred  Daulle,  of  that  town.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  access 
to  some  o*f  the  records,  and  the  imperfect  state  in  which  the  numerous 
chances  of  destruction  by  war  have  left  those  which  can  be  seen,  the 
pedigree  it  is  possible  to  tabulate  from  the  French  evidences  must 
to  some  extent  be  regarded  as  tentative.  No  doubt  more  information 
could  have  been  found  had  time  permitted,  but  it  is  at  least  satisfactory 
that  the  primary  object  of  the  search  at  St.  Quentin  was  attained  by 
the  discovery  of  the  baptism  of  a  certain  Jean  Josias  Cottin,  who  was 
naturalized  in  this  country  as  Josias  Cottin.  His  pedigree  cannot  at 
present  be  carried  further  back  than  to  a  Jean  Cottin  of  Bohain,  a 
place  some  fifteen  miles  from  St.  Quentin,  in  the  Department  of  Aisne, 
in  Pieardy.  A  lVotestanf  church  was  at,  Bohain  at  a  much  earlier 
dale  than  at  I .ehaucourt,  the  church  at  the  hitter  place  being  more 
ancient  again  than  that  at.  St.  Quentin.  The  parish  registers  of  Lehau- 
cotirt  are  apparently  only  extant  from  1668  to  1(585,  unless  those 
covering  the  period,  15111)  to  1(117,  which  Mr.  Wood  could  not  find, 
are  still  in  existence.  There  were  no  entries  of  the  name  of  Cottin 
at  Le  Catelet.  The  parishes  in  St.  Quentin  have  registers  as  follows  : — 
St.  Jacques  from  1056,  there  being  a  gap  from  1671  to  1686  ;  St.  Eloy 
from  1700,  and  St.  Martin  from  1681.  The  notes  made  by  Mr.  Wood

The  Jean  Josias  Cottin  who  appears  in  the  foregoing  pedigree  us 
son  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth,  horn  in  1715,  was  undoubtedly  the  Josias 
Cottin  naturalized  in  1735.  He  died  o*  April  177(5,  aged  (50,  and  was 
buried  at  Tottenham,  co.  Middlesex.  On  his  death  a  hatchment  was 
put  up  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter,  Cornhill,  showing  these  arms  :  Azure 
two  chevronels  between  three  boars'  heads  erased  Or,  impaling  Argent 
a  shakefork  Sable,  and  for  the  crest  a  boar's  head  as  in  the  Arms.  The 
same  achievement  is  recorded  by  Cansick  as  being  on  his  tomb  in 
Tottenham  Church  yard.1  The  baron's  half  of  the  shield  is  given  in 
Rietstap  to  Cottin  of  Feulaine  2  in  Picardy,  with  the  difference  that 
the  chevronels  are  Argent.  His  will,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
abstract,  was  dated  19  August  17(5b'  :— 

J,  Josiah  Cottin  of  London,  merchant.  Whereas  I  have  surren- 
dered my  copyhold  at  Tottenham,  co.  Middlesex,  to  the  use  of  my 
will;  J  devise  the  same  to  my  wife  Jane.  To  my  brother-in-law  Jacob 
Hofham  Mnrison,  Esq.,  and  my  sons  Alexander  and  John  Cottin,  and 
my  son-in-laV'  Richard  Chapman,  £20,000  on  Trust  for  my  said  wife 
lor  life.  To  my  said  son  John  £  10, 000.  To  my  unmarried  daughter 
Klixabeth  £5,000  l\\  marriage  or  age  of  21.  As  to  £5,000,  part  of  said 
£20,000,  alter  the  death  of  my  wile,  the  income  thereof  to  my  daughter 
Jane  Chapman,  and  after  her  decease  to  her  children. 

Codicil  dated  at  Tottenham,  26  May  1773  : — Whereas  I  have  pur- 
chased two  annuities  in  France,  one  of  2,500  livres  on  my  son  John's 
life,  and  one  of  equal  value  on  my  daughter  Elizabeth's  life.

COPIES    OF   THE    MONUMENTAL    INSCRIPTIONS  IN  THE 

PARISH  CHURCH  OF  KIRKBY-IN-ASHFIELD,  IN  THE 

COUNTY  OF  NOTTINGHAM,  MADE  IN  JUNE,  1901,  BY 
J.  PAUL  RYLANDS,  F.S.A. 

This  Church  was  burnt  down  on  the  16th — 17th  January  1907,  and 
most  of  the  monuments  within  its  walls  were  destroyed  or  injured. 
Numbers  6,  7,  8,  17,  18,  19,  20  and  21  were  destroyed;  number  5 
was  damaged;  numbers  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14  and  15  are  so  much4 
calcined  that  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  they  can  be  lifted  and 
relaid  ;  numbers  1,  2,  3,  4  and  4*  are  apparently  undamaged  ;  and 
numbers  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  29  and  30  escaped  injury. 

On  the  floor  of  the  chancel  : — -

The  stone  to  the  right  has  the  figure  of  a  woman,  wearing  a  ruff  ; 
her  head  rests  on  a  cushion,  the  eyes  are  closed,  and  the  hands  are 
together  as  if  she  were  praying.  At  her  feet  are  small  figures  of  four 
sons,  with  long  hair  and  apparently  in  armour,  and  of  four  daughters, 
wearing  ruffs,  and  in  the  same  attitude  as  their  mother.

The  Rev.  Clement  Elis,  M.A.,  was  the  son  of  Captain  Philip  Elis, 
of  Hose  Castle,  co.  York,  where  he  was  born  in  1633.  He  was  domestic 
Chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  who  presented  him  to  the  Rectory 
of  Kirkby  in  1660,  and  in  1693  was  made  Prebendary  of  Southwell. 
He  was  married  in  London,  by  the  Rev.  Hubert  Remington,  Rector 
of  Lockington,  co.  York,  on  5  June  1664  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Remington  of  Lund,  co.  York,  by  w  hom  he  had  lour  sons  and 
one  daughter,  Margaret,  who  became  the  wile  of  Joseph  Meymott, 
Esq.,  son  of  Edmund  and  Mary  Meymott  of  Alfreton,  near  Mans- 
field. Refusing  many  offers  of  better  livings,  including  that  of  St. 
Peter's,  Nottingham,  Rector  Elis  remained  for  thirty  years  at  Kirkby, 
•spending  the  greater  part  of  his  income  in  charity  and  in  restoring  the 
church.  Several  of  his  works  were  printed  ;  one  of  them,  tl  The  Scrip- 
ture Cateehist  edited,  in  1738,  by  John  Veneer,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's, 
Chichester,  contains  a  memoir.

lel.one,  co.  Middlesex,  1788-1809;    K.R.S.  and  K.S.A.    Succeeded  to 
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the  Baronetcy  1789.  Married  in  1791,  Helen,  widow  of  Thomas  Main- 
waring,  of  Goltho',  co.  Lincoln,  and  daughter  of  William  Kenton,  of 
Glasshouse,  co.  York,  but  dying  without  male  issue  25  December 
1810  the  baronetcy  became  extinct.  He  was  buried  at  Lincoln.  (See 
tk  Complete  Baronetage,"  by  G.E.C.,  vol.  ii.)  He  gave  to  Kirkby 
church  a  silver  flagon,  bearing  the  arms  of  Kaye  and  Saville  and  the 
inscription  :  dd.  ricardus  kaye  llb.  rector,  preb.  de  york  reg  : 
ma. i  :  a  nacris  &  I0LEKMOSYNIS  1770;  a  silver  paten  with  the  like 
arms  and  the  inscription  :  dd.  ricardus  kaye  i,nu.  rector,  dom.

for  the  altar,  1778.  The  church  was  new  seated  and  flagged  in  1765-6, 
when  this  rector  gave  the  pulpit,  reading-desk,  and  clerk's  and  churching 
scats  of  oak,  and  in  1767  oak  pews  for  the  chancel.  In  1770  the  two 
south  windows  were  glazed  with  the  arms  of  Stoteville,  Dairy,  Conyers, 
Cavendish,  Holies,  and  Harley  ;  these  had  disappeared  before  1901.

Jlntic^s  of  HWioks. 

Tjie  Plantagenet  Roll  of  the  Blood  Royal,  being  a  Complete 
Tahle  of  all  Tii k  Descendants  now  living  of  Edward  111, 
Kino  of  England,  By  the  Marquis  of  Uuvigny  and  Raineval. 
Tni':  Anne  of  Kxkthr  Volume.  London  (T.  C.  and  K  C.  Jack), 
1007. 

In  an  almost  incredibly  short  space  of  time,  considering  the 
mass  of  details  with  which  he  has  had  to  deal,  the  compiler  of 
these  Royal  Descents  has  followed  up  his  Tudor  and  Clarence 
volumes  with  a  record  of  the  descendants  of  Anne  Plantagenet, 
sister  of  Edward  IV  and  Richard  III.  None  of  the  persons 
contained  in  tin;  present  work  are  descended  from  Anne's  first 
husband,  the  unhappy  Henry  Holland,  2d  Duke  of  Exeter,  whose 
sad  fate  affords  one  of  the  most,  notable  instances  of  reverse  of 
fortune  known  to  -history,  but  spring  from  her  second  marriage 
with  Sir  Thomas  St.  Leger,  celebrated  shortly  after  her  divorce 
from  the  Duke,  whom  she  forsook  in  his  hour  of  misfortune.  By 
Sir  Thomas  she  had  an  only  daughter,  Anne,  wife  of  Sir  George 
Manners,  Lord  Roos,  ancestress  of  all  who  .are  here  recorded.  Her 
heir  general  is  the  present  Lord  De  L'isle  and  Dudley,  in  virtue 
of  his  descent  from  the  senior  line  of  the  Earls  of  Rutland,  but 
no  right  to  quarter  the  Royal  Arms  is  conveyed  through  Anne  of 
Exeter. 

We  have  already  expressed  our  approval  of  the  system  adopted 
in  drawing  up  this  Roll  and  our  admiration  for  the  careful  manner 
in  which  it  has   been  compiled.      It  is,  of  course,  manifestly  im- 
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possible  that  any  volume  of  lloyal  Descents  should  be  complete, 
but  the  attempt  which  is  now  being  made  to  construct  a  table  of 
the  living  descendants  of  Edward  III  proceeds  on  the  right  lines, 
and  is  a  very  great  advance  upon  any  previously  published  works 
on  the  subject.  We  note  an  improvement  now  introduced  for  the 
first  time,  namely  the  addition  in  the  preliminary  Tables  of  reference 
numbers  which  correspond  with  those  in  the  Roll  itself;  this  renders 
it  much  easier  to  carry  back  a  particular  line  of  descent  to  the 
fountain  head. 

Among  the  now  living  descendants  of  Anne  Plantagenet  are  the 
Duke  of  Fife  and  his  two  daughters,  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Lord 
Selborne,  Mr.  Walter  Long,  Lord  Cur/on,  of  Kedleston,  Mr.  Lewis 
Hareourt,  and  the  two  popular  and  talented  sisters  who  are  known 
to  the  stage  as  Miss  Violet  and  Miss  Irene  Yanbrugh.  Another 
distinguished  member  of  the  theatrical  profession,  Mr.  Charles 
Hawtrey,  could  have  been  added  on  p.  159  had  the  descendants 
of  Harriet  Colelough  by  her  marriage  with  Colonel  Jonas  Watson 
been  worked  out.1  Among  other  omissions  which  have  been  observed 
in  going  through  this  book  are  the  following  :  —  (p.  <S(i)  Issue  of 
Caroline  Frances  (Stewart)  ami  William  Jenney  ;  (p.  057)  Issue 
of  Barbara  (Cough)  and  Isaac  Spooner ;  (p.  705)  Issue  of  Teresa 
(Webbe)  and  John  Wright.  In  all  these  cases  reference  to  easily 
accessible  works  of  reference,  such  as  the  various  editions  of 
Burke's  Landed  (J  entry,  will  show  that  there  are  numerous  living 
descendants.  On  the  other  hand,  Grace  (Pelham)  and  George 
Naylor  (p.  311);  Lady  Katherine  (Nevill)  and  Sir  John  Constable 
(p  317)  ;  Anne,  Viscountess  Irvine  (p.  38(5),  and  Mary  Ingrain 
(p.  657),  who  all  are  inserted  in  the  Roll  with  a  query,  can  be 
certainly  proved  to  have  left  no  surviving  issue. 

On  p.  1  10,  one  of  the  titles  of  the  late  Lord  Cowper  is  given  as 
"5th  Prince  Cowper  [H.ll.E.],"  a  designation  which  has  an  odd 
sound,  and  on  pp.  337  and  563,  the  late  Mr  Simon  Thomas  Scrope 
is,  in  defiance  of  a  judgment  of  the  House  of  Lords,  called 
"  de  jure  19th   Earl  of'  Wilts." 

As  in  the  two  previous  volumes,  the  illustrations  are  remarkably 
good,  and  include,  together  with  many  portraits,  a  photogravure  of 
Anne  Plantagenet  and  Sir  Thomas  St.  Leger  from  their  monumental 
brass  in  the  Rutland  Chapel  at  Windsor,  and  two  curious  repre- 
sentations of  the  heads  of  Anne's  parents,  Richard,  Duke  of  York 
and  Cecily  Nevill,  the  former  from  a  window  in  Penrith  Church, 
and  the  latter  from  an  old  print. 

Visitation  of  England  and  Walks.     Edited  by  Frederick  Arthur 
Crisp.      Volume  xiii.     (Privately  Printed.) 

Though  not,  of  course,  possessing  the  otlicial  authority  which 
belonged  to  the  Heralds'  Visitations  of  old,  this  work  adopts  their 
distinguishing  feature,  a  pedigree  signed  by  a  member  of  each 
family  recorded,  who  vouches  for  its  accuracy.     The  descents  are

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not  given  in  detail  beyond  the  grandfather  of  the  present  repre- 
sentative, so  that  there  is  small  room  for  errors,  or  play  of 
imagination,  and  in  every  case  dates  are  given  in  fall  and 
evidences  referred  to  for  each  statement  made.  Such  a  plan  has 
manifest  advantages,  though  we  confess  we  should  have  preferred 
to  have  seen  the  pedigrees  carried  further  back  where  this  could 
have  been  done  with  absolute  certainty. 

The  heraldic  insignia  of  many  of  the  families  included  in  this 
volume  are  on  record  in  the  College  of  Arms,  and  a  clue  as  to 
which  these  are  is  afforded  by  the  rule,  which  appears  to  have 
been  rigidly  adhered  to,  of  tricking  such  arms  only  at  the  head 
of   the  pedigrees,  while  others  are  blazoned  merely. 

The  genealogies  of  no  less  than  seven  Peers  are  to  be  found 
in  volume  xiii.  Of  these  one  stands  out  as  of  supreme  interest, 
that  of  Earl  Nelson.  Tn  this  case  the  rule  of  commencing  with 
the  grandfather  has  been  relaxed,  for  the  present  Lord  Nelson  is 
the  grandson  of  Thomas  Bolton,  by  Susanna,  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  Edmund  Nelson,  who  heads  the  descent.  This  has,  no  doubt, 
been  done  in  order  to  include  the  brilliant  hero  of  Trafalgar, 
Edmund  Nelson's  famous  son.  This  pedigree  alone,  with  its  wealth 
of  detail,  should  make  all  genealogists  desire  to  possess  the  volume. 
Other  interesting  descents  are  those  of  Lord  Tenterden,  headed  by 
a  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England  ;  of  Lord  Armstrong,  whose 
paternal  grandmother  was  a  sister  of  the  inventor  of  "  the  Arm- 
strong rilled  ordnance  gun,"  and  his  paternal  grandfather,  Sir- 
William  Henry  Watson,  a  Baron  of  the  Exchequer;  of  Mr.  J.  H. 
Bound,  whose  contributions  to  early  genealogy  are  so  well  known 
and  so  much  appreciated  by  our  readers;  and  of  Mr.  C.  AV. 
Sherborn,  celebrated  for  his  beautiful  designs  for  book  plates. 

The  volume  is  not,  like  some  of  its  predecessors,  rich  in  the 
reproduction  of  family  pictures,  possessing  indeed  but  one,  a 
characteristic  and  excellently  executed  portrait  of  Mr.  Crisp's 
great  grandfather  Thomas  Crisp,  of  Bendlesham.  The  armorial 
illustrations  from  book-plates  are  a  great  adornment  to  the  letter 
press  and  some  of  them  are  of  considerable  merit.  A  most  carefully 
compiled  Index  and  also  the  Additions  and  Corrections  to  previous 
volumes  will  be?  found  most  useful. 

A  Treatise  on  this  Law  Concerning  Names  and  Changes  of 
Name.  By  Arthur  Charles  Fox-Davies  and  P.  W.  P.  Carlyon- 
Britton,  F.S.A.     London  (Elliot  Stock). 

This  little  work  may  be  safely  recommended  as  a  trustworthy 
handybook  upon  a  subject  which  is  very  little  understood  even  by 
lawyers.  After  a  brief  summary  of  the  law  as  to  Front  Names, 
and  a  chapter  on  the  origin  of  Surnames,  the  writers  proceed  to 
discuss  Changes  of  Name  and  the  modes  of  procedure  by  which 
such  changes  may  be  lawfully  accomplished,  viz.,  Deed  Poll,  Act  of 
Parliament  and  Royal  Licence.  They  lay  it  down,  and  we  think 
correctly,  that  the  first  of  these  methods  cannot  effect  more  than 
"  the  commencement  of  an  attempt  to  acquire  a  name  by  repute 
and  custom,"  for  no  one  can  obtain  a  legal   right  to  a  surname 
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by  his  own  .action  ;  such  a  proceeding  must  be  endorsed  by  those 
with  whom  he  comes  in  contact  in  the  ordinary  dealings  of  life. 
A  Royal  Licence  on  the  contrary  confers  an  absolute  right  to  a 
surname,  and  of  course,  as  the  authors  maintain,  in  all  cases  where 
a  change  of  arms  as  well  as  of  a  surname  be  required,  the 
permission  of  the  Sovereign  is  essential.  It  is  not  generally  known, 
and  should  be  remembered,  that  the  Crown  will  not  permit  a 
presentation  at  Court  to  be  made  in  any  name  assumed  other 
than  by  Royal  Licence. 

Association  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Memorials  of  the 
Dead,  Ireland.  Journal  for  the  Year  1906.  Vol.  vi,  No.  3, 
Parts  i  and  ii.     Dublin  (Ponsonby  and  Gibbs). 

The  good  work  which  is  being  accomplished  in  Ireland  in  preserving 
the  memorials  of  the  dead  is  but  little  known  in  this  country, 
and  we  therefore  all  the  more  gladly  call  attention  to  the  pub- 
lications of  this  Association.  Part  i  is  especially  noteworthy  as 
containing  the  monumental  inscriptions  of  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral, 
Dublin,  prior  to  1810,  which  have  been  contributed  by  the  Dean. 
Among  the  older  monuments  are  the  brasses  to  Sir  Edward  Fitton 
and  his  wife  ;  Robert  Sutton,  Dean  1527-1528,  and  Geoffrey  Fyche, 
who  held  the  same  office  1529-1537  ;  Sir  Henry  Wallop,  who  died 
in  Dublin  in  1599,  after  having  rendered  service  to  the  English 
Crown  as  Lord  Justice  and  in  other  capacities;  and  the  effigy  of 
Michael  Tregury,  Archbishop  of  Dublin  14-49-72,  which  has  been 
reproduced  from  a  sketch  preserved  in  the  Cathedra)  archives. 
Another  interesting  monument  is  that  of  Lame  Mary  St.  Leg  or 
(died  1 003),  wife  of  Sir  Anthony  St.  Leger,  who  was  her  fourth 
husband.  Of  the  later  inscriptions  the  most  important  are,  of 
course,  [those  to  Swift  and  Stella.  Part  ii  consists  of  inscriptions 
in  many  churches  and  churchyards  in  several  Irish  counties.  The 
contributors  include  such  well  known  and  enthusiastic  antiquaries 
as  Sir  Kdmuud  Rowley  and  the  energetic  and  capable  Editor,  Lord 
Walter   Kit /gerald. 

Journal  of  the  Cork  Historical  and  Archaeological  Society, 
2nd  Series,  vol  xii,  No.  72,  October-December,  1906.  Cork 
(Guy  and  Co.). 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  in  its  fourteenth  year  of  issue  this 
Journal  maintains  its  position  as  one  of  the  most  important  of 
Irish  publications.  The  number  before  us  includes  an  interesting 
account  of  the  Bishops  of  Cork,  edited  by  Colonel  T.  A. 
Lunham,  C.B.,  from  a  copy  of  an  ancient  manuscript  once  in  .the 
possession  of  the  Augustinian  Convent  in  Cork,  the  original  of 
which  has  disappeared.  Other  valuable  articles  are  "  An  Irish 
Account  of  the  Battle  of  Kinsale,"  and  "  A  History  of  the 
O'Mahony  Septs  of  Kinelnieky  and  Ivagha,"  by  Canon  O'Mahony, 
both  of  which  are  to  be  continued  in  future  numbers  of  the 
Journal, 
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The  Nevills  of  Essex  (mite,  pp.  143-145). — The  Nevills  were 
so  numerous  and  so  widely  spread  that  they  furnish  many  a 
genealogical  problem.  There  was  such  a  similarity  of  Christian 
names  that  it  is  only  too  easy  to  mix.  the  Nevills  of  one  county 
with  those  of  another,  or  to  intrude  the  Nevills  of  one  family 
into  another's  pedigree. 

It  has  hitherto  been  taken  for  granted  that  the  Adam  who 
married  Grace,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  dc  Saleby, 
belonged  to  one  of  the  numerous  Lincolnshire  Nevill  families. 
This  may  be  wrong,  but  there)  are  Home  reasonable  grounds  for  that 
conclusion. 

There  always  seems  to  have  been  a  connection  between  the  Saleby 
family  and  the  Lincolnshire  Nevills.  They  were  benefactors  of  the 
same  religious  houses.  William  de  Saleby,  the  grandfather  of  Grace, 
w;is  a  witness  to  the  Charter1  of  Alan  de  Nevill  to  tin;  Convent 
of  Kirkstead,  together  with  Gilbert  and  Geoffrey  de  Nevill,  probably 
sous  or  brothers  of  Alan.  He  was  also  a  witness  to  a  grant  -  of 
Henry   I   to  Henry  his   Falconer,  with  Gilbert  de  Nevill. 

Thomas,  the  father  of  Grace,  was  a  witness  to  a  grant3  of  Thomas 
d'Arci  to  Kirkstead,  which  grant  was  also  attested  by  Robert  de 
Nevill  and  Ralph,  the  son  of  Gilbert. 

A  Richard1  de  Nevill  held  two  carucates  of  land  in  Scothern  of 
(J race,  and  she  of  the  King. 

An  action  had  been  brought  by  William  de  Hardreshull,  a  nephew 
of  Thomas  de  Saleby,  against  his  uncle  and  Agnes  his  wife,  on  a 
charge  of  falsely  passing  oil"  (5 race  as  their  daughter.  This  action 
failed,  but  on  the  death  of  Thomas,  William  claimed  his  estates  as 
his  next  heir,  on  the  same  grounds. 

Grace  was  now  the  wife  of  Adam  de  Nevill,  who  gave  the  king 
twenty  marks  that  one  of  his  servants  might  be  allowed  to  be  with 
those  of  the  king  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  crops  and  other  effects 
which  he  had  on  the  land,  which  was  in  the  possession  of  Thomas, 
the  son  of  William  de  Saleby,  that  no  mischief  or  injury  might 
occur,  and  that  William  de  Hardreshull  should  not  be  allowed 
seisin  of  that  land  except  by  judgment  of  the  King's  court.  A 
day  having  been  appointed,5  John  de  Manaton,  Hamon  de  Feston, 
and  Walter  de  Creppinges,  were  sent  to  Adam  de  Nevill  to  learn 
whom  lie  would  appoint  his  attornies  against  William  de  Hardreshull 
for  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Assize.  lie  said  Hugh  de  Neville 
or  Thomas  his  brother,  or  William,  the  son  of  Geoffrey. 

These  representatives  of   Adam,  evidently  near  kinsmen,  do  not

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seem  to  lit  into  the  pedigree  of  the  Essex  Nevills  given  in  the 
.January  number  of  The  (J&iiealoyint.  Adam,  too,  died  this  same 
year,  111)!),  while  hi.s  elder  brother,  according  to  the  pedigree, 
lived  till  1235.  It  is  probably  true,  however,  that  he  died  young, 
for  his  wife  survived  him  sixty  years. 

Grace  was  given  in  marriage  by  King  John  to  Normanus  de 
Ceritate  the  very  year  her  first  husband  died,  but  lie  also  enjoyed 
only  a  few  years  of  married  life.  She  was  too  considerable  an 
heiress  to  be  allowed  to  remain  single  long,  so  we  find  that  in 
1205  the  King  again  disposed  of  her,  for  .'500  marks,  to  Brian  de 
Insula,  one  of  his  followers,  and  a  man  of  considerable  note. 
Brian  died  in  L 234,  and  from  henceforth  Grace  was  allowed  to 
enjoy  her  inheritance  in  peace.  On  her  death,  without  issue,  in 
1259,  William  de  Hardreshull,  grandson  of  the  William  who  had 
disputed  her  right,  succeeded  to  her  property.  His  son,  John  de 
Hardreshull,  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Philip  Nevill,  of  Scotton, 
co.  Lincoln.

John  Nevill  (father  of  the  1st  Lord  Nevill  de  Essex)  died  before 
5  July  1282  (date  of  his  Inq.  p.m  ).  His  widow,  Margaret,  held 
lands  in  Essex  1303  [Feudal  Aids],  she  was  living  certainly  30  Aug. 
1324  and  apparently  10  Feb.  1337/8  [Pat.  Roll  ],  she  was  apparently 
dead  in   1346  [Feudal  Aids]. 

Hugh,  1st  Lord  Nevill,  was  aged  4  at  his  father's  death,  he  had 
seizin  10  May  1298.  lit;  married  Ida  Fit/waiter  before  4  July 
1310  [Pat.  Boll].  He  died  in  1335  before  13  July.  His  widow 
Ida  held  lands  in  Essex  in   1346   [Feudal  Aids]. 

John,  2nd  Lord  Nevill  de  Essex,  had  livery  of  his  lands  13  July 
1335.  He  married  Alice,  who  was  living  as  his  widow  11  Jan. 
1392/3. 

Hugh  Nevill  (I  assume  him  to  be  Hugh,  younger  brother  of  the 
2nd  Lord)  ami  Lucy  his  wife  were  living  April  and  September  1311 
|  Papal  Letters]. 

The  following  facts  (drawn  from  either  Close  or  Pal.  Bolls  I 
should  guess,  for  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have  not  got  my  authority) 
relate  doubtless  to  relatives,  whom  Mr.  Nevill  may  be  able  to 
identify  :  — 

John  Nevill,  of  Kings  Walden,  and  Dionysia,  his  wife,  were  living 
28  March  1310.  She  was  living  and  he  was  dead  on  8  December 
1313.

H.  A.  llervey  has  very  kindly  sent  me  the  following  names  from 
the  list  of  boys  who  entered  the  Grammar  School  of  Bury  St.

Possibly  Fit/.  Lee  is  a  mistake  for  Fit/.  William.  Sir  John  Lee 
was  one  of  the  Governors  of  the  School  from   1611  till  he  resigned 
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in  1GG5.  During  a  great  part  of  the  time  he  was  evidently  living 
in  Bury,  and  his  signature  frequently  comes  into  the  Minute  Books. 
The  John  Lee,  second  of  the  two  boys,  must  have  died  before 
1671,  and  is  probably  the  John  Lee  who  \v;is  admitted  to  Christ's 
College,  Cambridge,  in  March  1651,  aged  17,  though  as  lie  is  in 
the  Bur)'  School  List  for  1 G T> ( >  he  could  not  have  gone  up  till  a 
year  or  two  after  he  was  admitted.  He  is  described  in  the  College 
Admission  Book  as  "  son  of  John  Lee,  born  at  Milton,  Northants," 
and  as  having  been  at  Bury  School. 

John  Wearg  was  also  a  Governor  of  Bury  School  from  1729  to 
1 75  J.  His  successor  was  appointed  in  January  1751,  he  being 
death  lie  was  apparently  living  at  Bury  all  the  time,  his  name 
occurring  regularly  in   the   Minute  Books. 

There  was  a  Nathaniel,  son  of  Nathaniel  Acton,  admitted  to 
Bury  School  in  April  17-11,  possibly  the  husband  of  Caroline 
Wearg.

Pyke  Family  of  Greenwich. — Since  the  Editor  kindly  inserted 
in  The  Genealocjist  for  January,  1907  {ante  pp.  199-200)  my  query 
on  the  Parry  and  Halley  families,  some  additional  evidence  has 
come  to  hand.  Dr.  Edmond  Halley's  own  cousin,  Francis  Halley, 
of  London,  gent.,  married  a  daughter  of  Richard  Pyke  and  Eleanor 
Pyke,  his  wife,  who  are  mentioned  in  Francis  Halley's  will  (P.C.C., 
Register  Marlboro,  fo.  120;  will  dated  28  June,  1698,  proved  by 
Edmond  Halley  and  Richard  Pyke,  8  Sept.,  1722).  The  testator 
mentions  also  his  brothers-in-law,  Thomas  Pyke,  William  Pyke  and 
Edward  Day.  Now  comes  the  discovery  of  the  will  of  William 
Pyke,  of  Greenwich,  poulterer,  dated  11  Sept.,  1727  ;  proved  10  Oct., 
1727  (P.C.C.,  Register  Farrant,  folio  240).  He  bequeaths  unto 
"  nephew  Edward  Day  a  silver  tankard  with  my  coat  of  arms  engraved 
on  it,"  and  he  mentions  his  father  Richard  Pyke.  An  English 
correspondent,  commenting  on  this  will,  remarks  that:  "  If  it  is  a 
mere  coincidence  that  the  Pykes  are  found  at  Greenwich,  the  irony 
of  circumstance  could  not  much  further  go."  Can  any  reader  say 
if  the  Greenwich  Kale  Looks  for  about  the  year  1727  are  in 
existence  1
